giant pears, sombre in garb, but of unutterable Iusciousness of 
taste, and of price not altogether unworthy of such a flavour. 
There sparkles in its redness the lovely “ lady-apple,” appropri- 
ately named, from its plumpness, piquaucy, and beauty, with a 
“ surprised” look about it, like old Scrogg’s pretty niece. There 
are filberts (walnuts, alas! are no more), and among these 
thousands not a dozen that will not, on cracking, show you two 
shining ovals, firm as ivory. And that wealth of less gorgeous, 
but even more valuable character lies along the ground — look at 
the potatoes !—there are potatoes, healthy as the sea-breeze, and 
white (when boiled) as the sea-foam. Look at those noble heads 
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triumphant answer to such rubbish ”—and triumphant the answer 
was, carrying the verdict. Even so have we dwelt upon our 
country friend’s imagined sensations, regardless of our own origi- 
nal impression, which set us quoting the anonymous poet. 

The sight which struck us upon entering Covent Garden mar- 
ket two days ago, was the garment of green in which it had sud- 
denly dressed itself, in honour of its guest, Old Christmas. There 
was a.complete transformation, reversing that which takes, place 
when Macduff’s soldiers threw down their boughs. All was 
holly and mistletoe. This is the novelty to the Londoner's eye. 
Everywhere we saw bushes of bright leaves and berries, and 
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Southey, in one of his prettiest | in each of the years comprised between 1831 and 1835; 69,000 from 
1836 to 1840; and 80,000 in 1843.

Gun Corron in France, — The prefect of police has, in con- 
formity to instructions from the minister of the Interior, given di- 
rections to the mayors of the “communes ” within his jurisdiction, 
and to the commissaries of police at Paris, to use the utmost vigi- 
lance to prevent the manufacture and sale of fulminating cotton and 
all similar substances, and to proceed against the delinquents in con- 
formity with the provisions of the laws of the 13th Fructidor, year V., 
and 24th of May, 1834. 

Tue Bey or Tunis. — A medal, struck in the presence of the 
Bey of Tunis when he visited the French Mint, has just been depo- 
sited in the museum of that establishment. On one side is the 
King’s effigy, and on the reverse an Arabian inscription recording 
the Bey’s visit. 

Tue Hacue.—The official journal published a royal decree of the 
10th of this month for putting out of circulation the old coins of one 
florin and half-florin after the 25th of December. ‘The same journal 
publishes the condition of the loan of one million, being the fourth 
series of the loan of eight millions, for defraying the expenses occa- 
sioned by the draining of the Jake of Haarlem, tixed by the royal de- 
cree of the 5th of December, 1846. This loan is to be contracted by 
virtue of the law of the 22d of March, 1839, with interest of 4} per 
cent. ‘There remains a series of one million of this loan to be nego- 
tiated, which will not take place during the year 1847. 

Franxrort.—The treaty of commerce and navigation concluded 
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duller leaves and white berries. 
little poems (and nobody wrote prettier little poems, whatever 
may be thought of his larger ones), expressed a wish to be a 
holly tree. We should like to be holly at Christmas time, be- | 
cause we should be put into all the best and pleasantest places in 
the world, and be associated only with ideas of enjoyment. As 
for the mistletoe, with its pearls, why has no poet sung the 
mistletoe? We do not forget—we wish we could—a certain 
dreary and doleful ballad, bearing its name; but that is not the 
way the mistletoe should be commemorated. There it hangs, 
reminding us a little of the Druid, and his golden knife with 
which he cut it, but reminding us more —a great deal more — of 
certain other things—things redder than the holly berries hang- 
ing close by, and sweeter than all the bouquets ever tied up in 
lace paper. What a mass of emerald, relieved by spangles of 
ruby and pearl! Where does its joyous look carry us? Not so 
much into stiff parochial churches, with solitary leaves of holly 
stuck in the iron bars of the windows, and a couple of bunches in 
the brass candlesticks of the pulpit, by way of decoration for 
Christmas. Not so much into the parlour and drawing-room of 
well-conducted families near Bedford and Russell Squares, where 
they honour the season by taking the spells out of the little china 
cylinders on the mantlepiece, and substituting a few sprigs of 
holly—a formal and scant recognition—as the Duke of Welling- 
ton presents a tiny flag each year as homage to Strathfieldsaye — 
long may he pay it! Not somuch to the sermon on Christmas 
Day morning, and the rich dinner, carpet dance, and unlimited 
loo (a penny a dozen) in the evening, magic lantern and all, 
though that is all very pleasant. But rather to the old farm- 
house—what do they call it?—Brandon’s Holding, at Splashington 
Lane End, near Fresh Bank, in no matter what county, where we 
have seen Christmas kept, and hope to see it again. Theres an 
old kitchen, with a roaring fire built up in an enclosure as big as 
achurchwarden’s pew. ‘There is shining old oak furniture, as 
bright as the bee’s- wax and the ‘‘ elbow-grease ” (Mrs. Brandon 
says that’s a better application still) of years can make it. There’s 
an old clock, which seems to be grinning at the thought that it is 
bringing on the merry hours as fast as it conscientiously can. 
There’s a sturdy table, on which anon shall be seen such a ban- 
quet as might make Soyer stare at its vastness, though even his 
accomplished eye would not detect a fault in the plain but perfect 
cookery. There hangs holly, the plunder of a whole tree; and 
there, too, hangs the sly mistletoe, ready to be propitious when 
that huge table shall be driven on one side, and long-legged 
David, the fiddler, shall be perched upon it; not only restless 
himself, but the cause of restlessness in some forty or fifty others, 
who are dashing with wild energy into Sir Roger de Coverley. 
This is where we are sent by the vision of all that green in 
Covent Garden market; and perhaps such a scene and sucha 
dance are almost as wholesome to mind and body as the dinners 
ard dance Pope speaks of — 


this month. By this treaty the two parties are placed in all respects 
on the same footing, so that the regulations of the system of dif- 
ferential duties lately introduced in Russia, and the advantages 
granted to the Russian marine, are not to be confined to Russia. 
Prussta.—The government has, in order to check emigration to 


which the leases fallin during the years 1847, 1848, and 1849, shall 
be set apart for persons who would otherwise be disposed to emigrate. 

Commence IN Russta. — The minister of commerce of Russia 
published at St. Petersburgh, on the Ist instant, the returns of the 
trade of the empire in 1845, from which we extract the following :— 
“ The amount of foreign exports, including those of Poland and 
Finland, was 92,567,345 silver roubles (319,357,340f.). That of im- 
ports was 83,161,372 silver roubles (285,306,733f.). There was a 
diminution in a great number of the principal articles of export, as 
compared with the returns of the two preceding years, owing, it was 
supposed, to the failure of the crops in several of the western pro- 
vinces of the empire. The extensive exchange trade carried on at 
Kiachta between Russia and China was mere considerable in 1845 
than in 1844. The general amount of the commercial transactions 
on that point had risen to 13,622,000 silver roubles. Tea is the prin- 
cipal article supplied by China. No less than 100,000 boxes (con- 
taining from 45lbs. to 60lbs. each), of the best quality, were imported 
in 1846, besides 40,000 boxes of tea in bricks, which is a sort of paste 
formed of the coarsest parts of the plant, of which the Tartar popu- 
lation of Russia make a scrt of soup, with the addition of salt, 
pepper, and miik. The Russian goods imported by land into China 
consist mostly of cloths and furs. The articles supplied by Russia 
to her Traus-Caucasian provinces are sugar, dye substances, and 
spirituous liquors. The export of raw hides was very great, particu- 
larly to Asia, from which the chief articles of import were wheat, 
cotton goods, dye substances, tobacco, and fruit. ‘There entered, in 
1845, into the Russian harbours 5926 vessels, and 5940 cleared out. 
The customs produced 31,958,083 silver roubles, or 1,186,395 less 
than in 1844. This result is attributed to the very considerable im- 
ports of 1844, which caused a diminution in the orders for the follow- 
ing year. 

Russta.—From the 9th of January next, the new year’s day of the 
Russians, the ancient kingdom of Poland will take the name of New 
Russia. It will be divided into two governments—that of Warsaw 
aud that of Lublin. Prince Paskiewicz, the present governor of the 
kingdom of Poland, will be replaced by Prince Gorczakoff; the 
Russian language must be used in all the courts of Jaw; the customs 
will be suppressed; Russian products will enter Poland free of duty ; 
Polish products will be taxed. 

Hesse Homsurc.—His Serene Highness the reigning Landgrave 
of Hesse Homburg expired on the 10th inst., at Homburg-es- Monte. 
His Serene Highness was born on the 11th of March, 1779, and suc- 
ceeded his brother, the Landgrave Louis, the 19ih January, 1839. 
The late Landgrave married, the 26th of June, 1838, the Countess 
Antoine de Naumbourg, then in her 29th year, but has died without 
issue. He is succeeded by his elder brother, Prince Gustave 
Adolphe I’rederick, of Hesse Homburg, born 17th February, 1781, 
and married 12th February, 1818, to the Princess Louisa Frederick, 
daughter of Frederick, the hereditary Prince of Anhalt Dessau.

But we have written much more than we intended, and as 
Judge Patteson said to a barrister, who, in the hurry of speaking, 
laid a wrong emphasis on a certain Latin word (making long a 
short vowel), “ If days are short, don’t make anything longer 
than necessary.” We will lay down the pen. Yet may we, with- 
out the semblance of the now fashionable humanity cant (almost 
as dangerous as the flippancy cant which preceded, and the scep- 
tical cant which we fear will follow it), add the expression of a 
single hope, which tbe exhibition of so much plenty, and the re- 
currence of such a festival not unnaturally prompt? Our streets 
are full of miserable poor, who need less recommendation to the 
kindness of the more fortunate than do thousands who, too high- 
minded to beg, suffer in their squalid houses, and over their 
wretched fire and fare, far more than the trained or shameless 
beggar. Such cases are within the reach of all; they do not ob- 
trude their sorrows; but there is not aclergyman or a medical man 
who cannot point them out in scores to any benevolent inquirer. 
This is the anniversary of the commencement of the most awful 
sacrifice ever offered in created space. Would it not be well if 
every one resolved to commemorate it by some small sacrifice 
which should make one heart}leap with gratitude at the close of 
1846, and prepare to toil on with renewed hope through the un- 
known mazes of 1847? <‘ Give, and forgive” is not, one would 
think, a bad motto for a Christian’s Christmas. 
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Tretanp.—In the first week of the present month the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works spent 114,714/., providing for more than 
330,000 persons, for whom labour has been prepared. There are 
more than half as many again to be immediately provided for. This 
establishment consists of 62 inspecting officers, 60 engineers and 
ccunty surveyors, 305 engineers and surveyors, 4021 overseers, 1899 
check clerks, 5 draughtsmen, 54 clerks for correspondence, 50 ditto for 
accounts, 32 pay-inspectors, 425 pay-clerks. Itis daily encountering 
the most serious difficulties, and making the most provoking disco- 
veries. The relief committees give almost as much trouble as help, 

Switzertanp,—Count Frederick Gonfalonieri, chief of the Mila- 
nese conspiracy against Austria in 1821, who was subsequently con- 
fined during 17 years, ın carcere duro, within the fortress of Spiel- 
berg, in Moravia, died at Hospenthal, in the canton of Uri, on the 
10th instant. 

CRIMINAL Justice IN Fraxce.—In the course of 1843 the tribu- 
nals of correctional police of France tried 152,029 cases, comprising 
200,000 individuals. In 1844 the number of cases brought before 
those tribunals was 152,462. ‘The proportion of accused was the same 
in those two years, namely, 1 to every 171 inhabitants. ‘The different 
offences were ciassed as follows: — 

Assault and Maiming. — The average annual number of thes cf 
fences from 1826 to 1550 was 13,656; in 1844, it was 16,074. 

Defamation and Insult.— From 1826 to 1830, 3304 cases annually ; 
in 1844, 3845. 

Various offences against Morals. — From 1826 to 1530, 725; in 
1844, 1565. 

Mendicity.— During the first period, 966; in 1844, 3669. 

Vagrancy.— During the first period, 2910; in 1844, 4609. 

Bankrupicies.— During the first period, 125; in 1844, 459. 

Swindling.— First period, 939 ; in 1844, 2000. 

Uffences against the Game Laws. — First period, 
15,041. 

Thus from 1826 to 1830 the average annual number of accused was 
48,000; in 1844 it had amounted to 86,700. That number was 57,000

Prorosrp Sire or Westminstre Brince.—There is a very short 
street, leading out of Parliament Street, called Derby Street, having 
on one side only two houses, and on the other side three houses, 
consequently much money cannot be required to be expended in 
forming the approach. Cannon Street crosses Derby Street at right 
angles, and opposite the latter street is only a wharf, extending to the 
river. A new bridge could be formed at this point, to terminate on 
the Surrey side, very nearly where the present bridge ends, for a 
clearance of ground a litile to the northward would form a better 
line than the present. This line would require but a small outlay 
for the approaches, and a larger sum would then be available for a 
purpose which is highly desirable, namely, to purchase and remove 
the entire block of houses in Bridge Street, forming the north side 
of New Palace Yard; thus a fine area would be obtained for the 
entrance to the new Houses of Parliament, which would also be seen 
to more advantage from the new bridge than can be expected to be 
the case from other positions, 

Tue premises in Fleet Street, lately occupied by the League, have 
passed into the hands of the New Parcel Delivery Company, who 
are about to open them as their head-quarters. ‘The plan adopted by 
the Post Office of pre-payment will be resorted to by the London 
Parcel Post, which will issue penny labels for the pre payment of 
parcels of eighteen ounces weight, and the company promises special 
attention to small parcels. 

Brincewater House. — The proposed application to Parliament 
for leave to use a certain portion of Cleveland Court, St. James’s, 
leads to the inference that the new house is at last to be commenced. 
The design, by Mr. Barry, as exhibited a few years ago at the Royal 
Academy (including, it will be remembered, a massive and lotty 
campanile), has been considerably altered and reduced. 

Dr. M‘Wittiam. — Lord J. Russell has given to this officer the 
valuable appointment of medical attendant to the Board of Customs, 
recently become vacant. ‘This appointment is said to have been 
conferred in the most handsome manner, without any application on 
the part of Dr. M‘William, Lord John’s secretary stating, in the 
letter which announced it, that the appointment was conferred on 
account of Dr. M‘William’s distinguished services in the river Niger, 
in the year 1841. 

Erection or Common Councitmen. — Monday being St. Tho- 
mas's Day, the several wards in the city proceeded to the election of 
common councilmen for the ensuing year. ` The corn-law question, 
which formed the principal subject of discussion at these meetings 
last year, was replaced on the present occasion by the more locally 
interesting dispute between the court of aldermen and the members 
of the common council, on the subject of the Freemen’s Qualification 
Bill. In almost every wardmote the members of the lower court 
took opportunity to lecture the presiding aldermen for their unwil- 
lingness to support the bill.

man who owed him 20/. was about to take the benefit of viously 
solvent Act, On the evening of that day, without having prev 
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shown any symptoms of his intellects being deranged, he threatened 
to stab his wife, although his previous conduct had been that of a 
very kind husband. ‘The threat was used in his bed-room, ın which 
there happened to be a fire; and directly after using it he took a 
pillow and placed it upon the fire, which was blazing at the time. 
He then put his head up the chimney and placed his arms upon the 
pillow. An alarm was immediately given, and two neighbours ran 
into the room and found him still upon the blazing pillow. ‘They 
removed him, but not without very great difficulty, as he clung most 
tenaciously to the hot bars of the grate., His hand and also his 
body were severely burnt. Death put a period to the deceased’s 
sufferings on Tuesday afterncon. The medical opinions were that 
he had died partly from exhaustion of the vital powers and partly 
from mental depression, and that his death was accelerated by the 
burning. The jury found a verdict to this effect. 

Papstow.—Ten Sartoxs Frozen ro Dreatu.—The inquest on 
the bodies of the ten unfortunate sailors belonging to the barque 
Hope, of Liverpool, who were washed ashore in the long beat, 
frozen to death, took place on Friday, before Mr. Hamley, the coro- 
ner. The Hope, it appeared, had been wrecked on the Wicklow 
Bank, off the east coast of Ireland, when the crew took to the boats. 
‘The deceased and six others were in the long boat, the captain and 
rest of the crewin the gig. The latter were, however, picked up 
by a schooner. Those in the long boat saw this, and tried to get up 
to her, but they could not, and soon lost sight of her, owing to the 
great fall of snow. An attempt was then made to regain the Irish 
coast, which soon was obliged to be given up, three of their oars 
breaking. They hoisted asmall sail that was in the boat, and night 
coming on, they steered for the English coast, by keeping the North 
Star astern, Having no provisions in the boat, and being thinly 
clad, they suffered intensely from the cold, which was terribly severe, 
their garments being covered with ice. On the second night they 
made the Lundy Island lights, and saw a brig, which they hailed, but 
it merely showed a light and passed on, without offering any assist- 
ance, although it is quite clear they wereseen. Already had many of 
them fallen victims to a horrible death, and laid prostrate at the bot- 
tom of the boat, and the next night saw three or four others. ‘The 
boat had then reached Trevore Head, from whence it drifted with the 
tide into Mawgan Bay, where it was noticed by the coast guard. 
Ten of the boat’s crew had by that time expired, and the remaining 
six would inevitably have been lost had not one of the party described 
swam off to the boat while beating among the breakers and with the 
aid of a line which he secured to it, it was hauled up and the poor fel- 
lows taken out. The jury having viewed the bodies, which laid in 
a barn adjacent to the Mawgan Perth coast guard station, they re- 
turned a verdict, that ‘ the deceased died from the effects of starva- 
tion and leng exposure to the inclemency of the weather.” 

Pemsroxe.—A dreadful and fatal accident occurred in the dock- 
yard a few days ago. A poor fellow, while oiling certain cog- 
wheels attached to the steam-engine for setting in motion the grind- 
stones, got entangled in them and twisted round them with such 
violence as actually to sever his head from his body on the instant. 
The head remained in the machinery, while the body fell to the 
ground. 

Reapinc.—Fricutrut Accipent.— On Tuesday afternoon, a 
woman named Young was going through the narrow lane leading 
from the King’s Road to the river, with her milkpail, when she met 
a heavily laden corn-waggon having a blind horse in the shafts, and 
driven by a lad. It is presumed she attempted to get into the garden 
gate, but be‘ore she reached it the fore wheel of the waggon caught 
her, and crushed her between the iron palisading and the tire of the 
wheel; the horizontal bar of the railing was pressed into her fore- 
head, and the tire of the wheel was pressing the back part of her skull. 
So firmly was she fixed that no exertion could move her, and to move 
the waggon either backwards or forwards must inevitably have been 
instant death. Mr. Sumner, of Duke Street, ran to his yard and 
produced a long crow-bar, and prised the iron railing from the top 
of the wheel, and broke off some four or five feet of palisading. ‘The 
poor woman immediately fell in a gore of blood, and she was conveyed 
to the hospital, where she lies in a frightful condition, with a dread- 
ful contusion of the head and a sericus injury to the spine. 

Hurt. — Mysterious Dears sy Poison. — On Sunday, the 6th 
instant, a man named Waites, who is the owner of a small vessel lying 
in the river, with his wife and four children, partook of a seapie for 
dinner. Within a quarter of an hour afterwards they were all taken 
ill, and at three o’clock on the following morning, one of the four 
children, a sickly boy, named Laurence Waites, was found to be 
dead. It should be stated that the whole family lived on board the 
vessel, which was not more than twenty tons burden, and it was not 
until this death had taken place that medical assistance was sent for. 
In the course of the day an inquest was held, but the relatives being 
too ill to give evidence, the investigation was adjourned. ‘The body 
then underwent a post mortem examination, and sufficient was de- 
tected to show that death had resulted from poison. In the contents 
of the stomach was found a piece of the seapie crust, on which was 
found a number of white specks. They proved to be arsenic and 
barita. ‘The unconsumed portion of the pie was next examined, and 
in it was traced a similar description of poison. Ina piece of the 
dough that had not been cooked were discovered full ten grains of 
this poison, and on the contents of the flour-bag being carefully 
analysed, arsenic, barita, and whitelead were detected. At the close 
of the adjourned inquest held on the 15th inst. the verdict of the jury 
was, ‘ ‘I‘hat the deceased died from the effects of arsenic mixed in a 
seapie, of which he had eaten, but how, or by what means the arsenic 
came there there was no evidence to show.” 

Leominster. — Caution to Municirvat Orricers. —At the last 
meeting of the Leominster Town Council, Mr. Gower, of that town, 

aid to the treasurer of the borough the sum of 50/., being one moiety 
of a penalty of 100/., recovered by him during last term in an action 
of debt in the Court of Exchequer, against Mr. Thomas, of Leo- 
minster, one of the assessors of the said borough, for having on the 
25th of October last neglected to attend the court to revise the lists 
of burgesses entitled to vote in the election of town councillors for 
the said borough. 

Enrie.p.— Excise Seizure.—A case of considerable importance 
came before the magistrates for decision, at the Kiug’s Head Inn, 
Enfield, on Monday. ‘Two men, named Duncomb and Walters, 
were brought up, charged, on the information of the Excise, with 
manufacturing illicit spirits in an unentered place. From the evi- 
dence given, it appeared that between three and four o'clock on Sa- 
turday afternoon last, Fincham, the officer of excise, went to the 
house of the prisoners, situated at Catter Gate, on Enfield Chase, for 
the purpose of making a seizure on the part of the Crown. He suc- 
ceeded in capturing the prisoners, together with the whole of the 
plant, &c., consisting of five stills, one in operation at the time, 
about a dozen tubs, containing nearly 300 gallons of wash, in a state 
of fermentation, ready for charging the stills, two cwt. of sugar, 
several gallons of spirits of different degrees of strength, many bottles 
of essential oils for flavouring, and, in fact, every requisite for car- 
rying on the speculation on a large scale. Some idea may be formed 
of the magnitude of the affair when it is stated, that the whole of the 
seizure filled two large carts, requiring two horses each to remove it 
away. ‘The principal prisoner, Duncomb, cross-examined the wit. 
nesses with considerable tact, and also made an ingenious defence, 
but to little purpose ; the magistrates finding the evidence fully con- 
clusive, adjudged them to pay a fine of 30.. each, or three months’ 
imprisonment. ‘The fine was paid by Duncomb; his brother opera- 
tive, in default thereof, being sent off to prison. 

Mancuester.—Farat Accipenr.—On Tuesday night a collision 
took place on the Manchester and Liverpool Railway, at the station 
near Parkside, by whicii one of the servants of the company was 
killed upon the spot, but we have not heard that any other persons 
have sustained any serious injury. It appears that the man who lost 
his life was the breaksman in charge of a waggon-train, and was what 
is termed “ slipping” along the line, the frost preventing the wheels 
from properly bearing upon the rails. Of course he thus cleared the 
way for any train which might follow, and, unfortunately, so dense 
is the fog stated to have been, that the passenger train from this town 
ran into the waggon train, and the unfortunate man was forced from 
his position by the violence and suddenness of the shock, and in- 
stantly killed. 

WAKEFIELD. — On Saturday evening last, a young man, named 
Joseph Ibbotson, made his escape from the Wakefield House of Cor- 
rection, to which he had been committed for two years at the last 


York assizes, on a charge of passing base coin. He had broken 
through the roof of a privy, and, alter climbing over several walls, 
precipitated himself, from a height of about six yards, to the ground. 
His escape, it is said, must have been attended with imminent dan- 
ger. His flight having been discovered, information was sent to the 
neighbouring towns; and, on Monday evening, the prisoner was in 
the custody of Mr. Superintendent Taylor, by whom he was given 
up to the governor of the Wakefield prison. 

Bicester. — A death has taken place this week at Bicester, which 
we are satisfied demands, and will, ere long, be officially inquired 
into. On Monday afternoon, Ann Hounslow, aged 70, died on the 
floor of a wretched habitation in Sheep Street. A mat was all she 
had to lie upon, and a book served for a pillow. The covering on 
her was slight. The poor creature swarmed with vermin, and her 
situation was altogether of the most wretched description. The 
parish had allowed her 2s. and a loaf per week, and she resided with 
her son, a married man. She was not seen by a medical man till 
after her death; and the coroner, when written to on the snbject, 
by the constable, to the surprise of many, returned an answer that it 
was not a case requiring an inquest, and that the deceased’s age 
would account for her death. rom inquiries made, we are in- 
formed that there is not the slightest doubt but that death was ac- 
celerated, if not caused, by neglect and want. If this is not a case 
for inquiry, we have, and still do labour under strong impressions as 
to what are the duties of the very important office of coroner. 

WiLLENHALL.—ImportaNe ‘VrapEs’ MovemMent.—An union of 
the various trades has lately commenced in this place, having for its 
object the establishment of a fund, created by weekly contributions, 
by almost all the masters and workmen in the town, and which is to 
be available to any of the branches of trade, in the absence of a de- 
mand for their particular manufacture; and as far as possible to ren- 
der assistance in such times to small manufacturers, who, for want 
of capital, are compelled to take orders at any sacrifice. It also 
limits the hours of labour, which was very much needed. The im. 
mense number of small manufacturers acts as an incubus upon the 
trade of the town; many of them have been suffered to have four or 
five apprentices, whom they have kept at work fourteen or fifteen, 
and in some instances sisteen hours per day. Besides, it is well 
known that many of them are incapable of governing themselves, 
much less to govern apprentices; and it ought to be known to those 
parties who have the placing out of apprentices, many of whom are 
parish officers in agricultural districts, that it is often the case that a 
lad is placed apprentice, say, to some particular branch of the lock 
trade, his master has neither ingenuity nor capital to invent or carry 
out any improvement in such branch of trade; consequently the ap- 
prentice is kept working at the self-same thing during the whole 
ten or eleven years-of his apprenticeship, at the expiration of which 
time he finds himself incapable of working at any other kind of Iccks, 
and in many instances is next door to beggary all his days. If it 
had not been for the ingenuity and enterprise of a few respectable 
manufacturers, the trade of the town would ere this have been lost. 
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SCOTLAND. 


Mary or Guevpres. — The arrangements of the North British 
Railway require the demolition of Trinity Coliege Church, Edin- 
burgh, a fine old Gothic building, erected in 1462, by Mary of Guel- 
dres, wife of James II. of Scotland, whose tomb and remains are 
deposited within its walls. With laudable zeal, the Commissioners 
of Woods and Forests have applied to the magistrates, in order that 
these relics may be saved. Her Majesty died in 1463, so that unless 
embalmed, of which we have no account, she must now be, like 
“imperious Cæsar,” turned to clay. ‘The tomb, however, remains in 
tolerable preservation, and whilst one cannot help regretting the rude 
utilitarian spirit which consiyns venerable antiquity to oblivion, it is 
so far consolatory? tofind a public board soiicitous for the salvation of 
particular monuments from the general wreck. Like many other 
characters in Scottish history, the reputation of Mary of Gueldres is 
not allowed to pass unchallenged in Mr. ‘Tytler’s pages; but her 
beauty, Boadicean courage, and her endowment of a church and hos- 
pital, which have been ot much service to posterity, quite entitle her 
ashes to be rescued from the unballowed pressure ot railway trains. 
The hospital was demolished some years since, to make room for the 
terminus. 

ACCIDENT ON THE EDINBURGH AND Giascow, Raitway.—On Sa- 
turday night, the 19th inst., the passenger train which left Edinburgh 
for Glasgow at 5 o'clock, was suddenly stopped a few hundred yards 
from Castlecary station, in consequence of the blocking,up of the rails 
by the wreck of a'previous train of luggage waggons andicattle trucks. 
We have not been able to ascertain how the accident occurred. For- 
tunately no human lives were lost, but several oxen were destroyed, 
with an engine and a number of trucks, Amidst the many rumours 
that were afloat, the one that obtains the most credence is, that the 
accident had been caused by an improper signal at the Castlecary 
station, by which means an engine had been driven into the cattle 
trucks. 

Guiascow. — On Saturday night, the passenger train which left 
Edinburgh for Glasgow at five o’clock, was suddenly stopped a few 
hundred yards before arrival at the Castlecary station, in conse- 
quence, as it appeared, of the complete blocking up of the rails by 
the ruins of a previous train of luggage waggons and cattle trucks. 
Numbers of oxen — some alive or half alive, and some quite dead — 
were seen lying amongst the wrecks of several of the trucks, and 
crowds of people were busily employed in endeavouring to extricate 
them. The ruins of the engine, or at all events a fire of some kind, 
was on the bank smoking and burning, and several of the trucks lay 
directly across the rails, perceptible only in the glare of the fire, or 
by the faint light of the lanterns that were carried hither and thither 
amid the crowd. It was not at first known to the passengers whether 
any human lives were lost in this calamity; and while this uncer- 
tainty existed, nothing could exceed the horror and confusion of the 
scene. It afterwards turned out that no passengers by the trains had 
been injured, and no lives lost, except those of the cattle. How the 
accident occurred is not known. Railway servants are never very 
fond of’ giving information in such cases as these, and no inteiligence 
whatever could be procured from them as to the cause of this cala- 
mity. The greatest mystery was made of it; but amid the many 
rumours that were afloat, the one that obtained the most credence 
was, that it had been caused by an improper signal at the Castlecary 
station, by which means an engine had been driven into the cattie 
trucks, In consequence of the discontinuance of the Sunday trains, 
we believe that this train was more than usually heavy; and we need 
scarcely point out the awful resuits that would have ensued had this 
accident occurred to the passengers’ train’ instead of to the cattle 
trucks. On Monday, ‘Thomas Young, a joiner, was killed on the 
same line. The wheels of a tender passed over his body, and he died 
in a few minutes afterwards. 


IRELAND. 


Mr. O’Connell and the Young Ireland party are moving with the 
wariness of old chess-players. Both aim at giving checkmate, but 
as yet the victory is undetermined. Mr. O'Connell is quite dissa- 
tisfied with the report of the interview between himself and the sece- 
ders. Had he known of their intention to “ protocolise,” he would 
have guarded against errors, by summoning to the cause of truth the 
reporters of the “ Freeman.” In his explanatory letter of yesterday 
he affirms that the report suppressed some of his most powerful argu- 
ments or illustrations, and restates the terms on which alone there 
could be a chance of concord. There is a discrepancy in a material 
point between the report and Mr. O’Connell’s statement. The re- 
port aflirms that Mr. O’Connell refused any submission to the com- 
missioners, except the simple question of the legality cf the physical 
force doctrine. Mr. O'Connell denies the restriction, and declares 
that his offer was—in the event of the question being determined in 
their favour—to agree in submitting any “reasonable” terms to the 
judgment of the commissioners, The publication of Mr. O’ Brien’s 
letter calls forth another from Mr. O'Connell, in which he clings 
still more closely to the physical force views, and casts on Mr. 
O’Brien the responsibility of shunning an amicable adjustment. 
“ Till the point of legality is settled, no turther arrangement is pos- 
sible.” So stands the matter between the leaders. 


Horriste Derar,.—At Skibbereen on Wednesday, the 17th inst. 
the police were told of a house outside of the town, which was re- 
marked to be closed for some days. When opened, there were seven 
dead bodies therein in a state of decomposition. 

The “ Cork Examiner” of the 21st inst. states, that two gentlemen 
arrived in Cork from Dublin with 5000/. for distribution in the most 
distressed localities. ‘The money is said to have been contributed at 
the Castle, and by several official and other persons. It was reported 
that the Shannon Vale Mills, the property of the Messrs. Allen, to- 
gether with 8000 barrels of wheat, were destroyed by fire. The 
“ Cork Examiner” continues to make the most alarming reports of 
the destitution said to prevail in several districts of the county. 

The Belfast papers, of Saturday, give the following account of a 
bread riot in that town on the 18th: — Between nine and ten o'clock in 
the morning, a body of sturdy blackguards, who have for some time 
back been employed on the works of the Belfast and Ballymena 
Railway, but whose occupation for the last eight or ten days had been 
suspended, in consequence of the frost, came into town, and having 
called at the bakery of Mr. Hughes, in Donegall Street, demanded 
to be supplied with bread, or else they would help themselves. Re- 
monstrance being of no avail, the persons on the premises handed 
them outa quanuty of bread, and having obtained this, they proceeded 
to the Public Bakery in Church Street, where they repeated their 
demand, and were again successful. Such insolent domineering, 
however, in the heart of a populous town, was not long submitted to, 
and the ring-leaders were at once arrested by the police, and lodged 
in the police office. At twelve o'clock they were put to the bar, and 
the case having been fully investigated, Mr. O’Rorke, prosecuting 
on behalf of Mr. Hughes, they were sentenced to sundry fines and 
imprisonments. 

Rereat Association. — The usual weekly meeting of the mem- 
bers of this body was held on Monday in the Conciliation Hall. 
I here was but a very thin attendance of members and associates pre- 
sent. The chair was taken by Mr. Wm. ‘Thomas Kelly. Mr. Ray read 
the minutes of the previous meeting. 

Mr. J. O'Connell then brought up a report “upon the money 
question between England and Ireland,” with reference to the 
threats that, he said, were held out, that the last penny advanced by 
the government that year to relieve the distress amongst the poor, 
would be most rigorously exacted from the landlords, even to the 
sale of their estates. The learned gentleman here referred to several 
London newspapers as his authority for this statement, and the fact, 
he (Mr. O'Connell) believed was, that the intention of the English 
people was to confiscate the lands of the Irish landlords under the 
Labour Act, and to purchase them up and keep them themselves. 
And under such circumstances, he would ask Irishmen of all creeds 
and politics, to lose nota moment in coming forward to join the 
Repeal sAssociation, which would oppose the repayment of one 
penny of the moneys then advanced, which were oniy a part of what 
was actually due to the country. In conclusion, he moved the 
adoption of the ‘report, which was seconded by Mr. Maher, M. P., 
and passed. Some subscriptions having been handed in, 

Mr. O'Connell then came forward to address the meeting. He 
said that the first thing he would refer to was the horrible state of the 
country. They must have all read the awful letter in that day’s 
paper trom Mr. Comyn, of Skibbereen, who detailed a series of the 
most disgusting cases of wretchedness — cases of such a nature, that 
they were never equalled before in a Christian country. Now, a 
remedy they should have for this state of things —and he would at 
once tell the government what the remedy was he required. He 
wanted 30,000,000/. of money to be lent to Ireland —to be repaid 
out of the revenues of the country, and not out of the pockets of the 
landlords. He (Mr. O’Connell) had joined the Agricultural 
Society to call on the government to relieve the poor and to relieve 
the landlords of Ireland from burdens they were unable to bear; but 
that body was one not calculated to carry out his views. He hoped, 
therefore, to have an aggregate meeting of landlords in Dublin in a 
few days, which would not be afraid of their own shadows. They 
had leisure to consider these things — they had time to think of 
something besides the Young Irelanders. The question of recon- 
ciliation was all over— there was an end to it: and asthe association 
was able and willing to work by itself for repeal, in total disregard to 
the machinations of the little boa party, he would tell that party 
that he gave them his defiance. Now, he was assailed for stooping 
to the Young Irelanders, and he was told that they would claim a 
triumph. - Of course he knew that such would be the case before he 
made an offer of reconciliation, he knew he would be so taunted 3 yet 
it did not hinder him trom making the offer — and why? Because 
the result he knew must turn out in his favour. What had he done? 
He sacrificed his feelings and his pride —and, after a struggle for 
fifty years, he was ready to place the palms of his hands under the 
feet of the seceders to bring them back, and obtain unanimity; in 
fact, he did all but sacrifice principle, and they refused his offers — 
ungraciously refused them. The Hon. Gentleman proceeded at 
considerable length to discuss the differences between the Old and 
Young lrelanders. Several other gentlemen addressed the meeting, 
and after the announcement of the rent, 82/. the meeting adjourned. 

Leirrim,. — DEATH FROM STARVATION. — A poor labourer was 
found near Clonee with a bag of meal under his arm. He was em- 
ployed at the public works, and was going home with his scanty store 
after receiving his payment, when he dropped never to rise. This is 
another case of death by starvation. 

Country or GALWAY. — Anoruer Victim to Srarvation !— It 
has been reported within the last week another unfortunate man has 
died of starvation in the neighbourhood of Spiddle. 

Puunper or Provisions. — The “ ‘Tipperary Constitution ” 
has the following: — On Thursday the 17th inst., three attacks on 
four flour carts were simultaneously made on the Cahir, Marlfield, 
and Old Cashel Roads, and the provision with which they were 
loaded taken away by large mobs. In consequence of the number 
of applications made by parties requiring escorts, to protect their 
lives and properties, the magistrates, in order to lessen the harassing 
duties of the military and police, have determined that the following 
arrangements shall in no case be deviated from, Escorts of military 
and police will proceed from the police barracks, Irishtown, on the 
mornings of ‘l'uesday and Saturdays, for Cahir, at ten, a.m.; Mon- 
days and ‘(hursdays, for Clogheen, at ten, a.m. ; Wednesdays and 
Fridays, for Cashel, at eleven, a.m. And that any cart which, from 
the badness of the horse, tackling, &c., causes unnecessary delay on 
the road, will be left behind. There are daily and nightly patrols of 
both military and police on the several roads in the vicinity of this 
town.

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Tron Licuruouse ror Ceyton. — The Messrs. Robinson, of 
Pimlico, who in the year 1841 completed an iron lighthouse for 
Point Morant, in the island of Jamaica, have just completed another, 
on a similar plan, or nearly so, and of the same materials, which will 
be shortly shipped on board the Tigris and sent out to Ceylon, there 
to be erected on the Point de Galle. Both these lighthouses are of 
the number of those recommended to Government 16 years ago in 
the report of the late Mr. Telford. This one, for Ceylon, which is 
now erected on the grounds of the engineers at Pimlico, is not so 
large as that which was sent out to Jamaica. Its dimensions are 
thus—the height is 75 feet, the diameter at the base is 12 feet Ginches, 
and at the top seven feet. It is surrounded by a balcony at the top 
which runs round the lantern ; in the lantern are seven lamps for oil, 
with parabolic reflectors on an improved principle, made under the 
direction of Mr. Gordon, the engineer, ‘Ihe sides of the building 
are at the base one inch and a quarter in thickness (cast iron), and 
the sheets are fastened with bolts and nuts; atthe top of the building 
the sheets or plates are three-quarters of an inch in thickness. In 
the inside is a spiral staircase of iron. The weight of the whole is 
only 45 tons, and it can be taken to pieces and put together again 
with great ease, and with a precision which admits of no mistakes in 
the pieces. The lighthouse at Morant Point is understood to have 
answered the purposes required of it in an admirable manner, the 
fears of its being likely to be too hot for people to live in it have 
proved wholly without foundation; on the contrary, it has been one 
of the coolest habitations in Jamaica; and there is no doubt this one 
now at Pimlico will be equally habitable in its proposed locality.

His daughter Isabella herself 
ascended the throne, in opposition to the divine 
right of Salique legitimacy, which had previously 
determined the succession in the direct male line. 
The nation was thus enabled to draw an example 
of constitutional encroachment, sanctioned by 
the authority of the crown, and they were thus 
led to consider that, with equal impunity, like 
liberties might be taken with regard to a much 
holier institution — the church, and that, too, 
with decided benefit to all parties concerned, the 
people, the government, and the priests of reli- 
gion themselves. ‘This feeling, which ultimately 
became very popular, was coincidental with an 
exhausted treasury; and as the riches and power 
of the church had always been complained of as 
the chief source of many of the evils which in- 
flicted the nation, whilst the remainder could be 
accounted for by the poverty of the exchequer, it 
needed no advice from the grave to point out to 
the politicians of the day how to strike a balance 
with credit to themselves and benefit to the na- 
tion. It was therefore proposed to carry to the 
credit of the public the vast sums that would re- 
sult from the sale of the church estates, and to 
provide for the priesthood in a liberal but very 
different mode to that which has bestowed upon 
them such an injurious amount of property, and 
laid them open to the charge of having abused 
the trust reposed in them in their characters of 
pastors, having most effectually shorn their flocks, 
and converted the proceeds to their own personal 
advantage andemolument. The Queen Dowager, 
Christina, who had been made regent during the 
minority of her daughter Isabella, adopted the 
popular view, and decided against the church, 
especially as it afforded her ample opportunity of 
rewarding those creatures who had contributed 
so much to the advancement of herself and her 
daughter, who had no legal right to the throne, 
but was supported in her pretensions by the 
opinions of the time, the convenience of neigh- 
bouring states, and the continual intrigues of her 
artful and unprincipled mother. These circum- 
stances, should they change or be removed, will 
have the same power to dethrone; and recent 
acts and occurrences in the peninsula seem to 
portend, that material changes in the government 
are nearer at hand than are generally expected. 
We ourselves shall hail any alteration. It must 
be for the best; and not the least who will benefit 
in that case, will be the clergy and the church. 
In Spain, the lowest class of mendicants consist 
of priests and decayed thieves. Except in Abys- 
sinia, no Christian country can present such a 
spectacle of the low ebb in public consideration 
to which religion and its priests are reduced. It 
may be a retribution, certainly, for failings in 
happier times, which certainly all must regret ; 
but still monks are only men, and the error has 
been in the people too confidently depending 
upon the presumed infallibility of human guides, 
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the noble stand, a consciousness of right, when 
once awakened, is enabled to make against en- 
croachments upon the liberty of person or con- 
science. No sooner were the recently converted 
people of Tahiti, by their acquired habits and 
improved condition, received into the pale of 
civilisation, than dominion over them was 
anxiously desired and sought, by a nation already 
possessed of a vast empire, but whose greedy am- 
bition remained unsatisfied until this petty islet 
in the distant Pacific had been made to feel her 
power and acknowledge the supremacy of her 
laws. France, the eagle empire of Charlemagne 
and of Napoleon, now feeds upon the refuse of 
the sea. Cribbed, crushed, and confined for her 
sins of aggression, the results of her magnificent 
projects in Algiers and Tahiti bear testimony to 
all future time of the justice and wisdom of that 
policy which induced the rest of Europe to com- 
bine in the cause and behalf of peace, to restrain 
an insatiate and quarrelsome nation. * It is in 
vain she protests; with such experience before 
our eyes, and her own history to condemn her, 
we can only smile as she querulously complains 
of the treatment she has received, and indignantly 
denounces (in the newspapers) the barbarism 
and ignorance which, she asserts, have thus com- 
bined to extinguish the pure flame of rational 
and enlightened liberty, and which has struck 
home to the very heart and centre of civilisation 
— la belle France. Recent accounts from Ta- 
hiti, however, aftirm the death of Governor Bruat. 
We speak not ill of the dead. Their influence 
for good or evil can affect passing events no 
more. But as we read the report, our thoughts 
recurred to the glorious martyrdom of the mis- 
sionary Williams, the apostle of Oceana, who 
sealed with his blood the long record of conver- 
sions to peace and order, began and fully esta- 
blished by him among the inhabitants of the 
neighbouring islands, and who are now again 
exposed to the horrors of war and anarchy by the 
unwarrantable attempts of the French to enforce 
a protection not required, and to establish a go- 
vernment foreign to the feelings and habits of 
natives. To effect this, they have seized upon 
Tahiti ; but we are glad to perceive the English 
Government are about to interpose on the behalf 
of these islanders. 

We are, also happy to have it in our 
power to state, that active measures are being 
taken by their friends in England to relieve the 
Tahitians from their unpleasant position, The 
London Missionary Society are about to charter 
three or more ships to proceed at once to Tahiti, 
for the purpose of conveying the natives to 
some one of the numerous uninhabited islets 
that in this quarter of the globe abound. There 
they will be supplied with such requisites and 
stores that will be some compensation for the

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SUPPRESSION OF THE ETON MONTEM. 


We regret that the march of a fastidious taste has at length 
reached an innocent amusement. We had thought the cha- 
racter of the parties engaged in it, and (the happiness it always 
brought, would have been proof against that restless and selfish 
spirit which enjoys mee Pe much as disturbing the pleasures and 
enjoyments in which they have not the opportunity or inclination to 
engage in themselves. The montem, we are told, is to be sup- 

ressed. It interferes with the discipline of : 

ton College, and is a sad interruption to 
the studies of the scholars. Well, we were 
about to propose some similar institution to 
infuse a generous and liberal spirit among 
the cadets of the Woolwich Military College, 
for we think such an annual fête, drawing 
together their admiring and approving 
friends, would stimulate to a prouder bearing 
and to more gentlemanly conduct, late dis- 
closures in the management of that national 
institution have proved to be there so much 
required. The masters of Eton College should 
know that mere book learning makes neither 
good scholars or good men. “ All work and 
no play makes Jack a dull dog” is as old as 
the hills; though perhaps the recommendation 
of antiquity has no weight with them, But 
it is upon the interest attached to the cele- 
bration of the montem, as being of ancient 
origin, that we found our weightiest reason 
for its continuance. No doubt it is a be- 
quest of Roman Catholic times, when the 
election of the boy bishop was an annual 
féte in commemoration or honour of the 
murder of the Innocents. On the Reforma- 
tion appearing it affected for a time all such 
celebrations; but the memory of the mon- 
tem, its pleasures, its gaieties, and its wel- 
come largess remained strong in the tradi- 
tions of Eton school until some happy 
genius suggested its revival in its present 
form. We shall, therefore, not despair to 
see the montem again rise triumphant over 
dull pedantry, if, as in other times, even re- 
ligious prejudices were insufficient to effect 
nə discontinuance. Sweet influences reside 
in the groves and retreats of classic Eton. 
On these we trust, and until we hear that 
the sign manual has been actually applied to 
.he decree for the suppression of the mon- 
tem, we shall continue to suppose the 
rumour to have originated in boyish mischief, 
to see what interest in their happiness, or 
what sympathy existed‘ among greybeards, 
for the threatened onslaught on pastimes 
with which they have, from their youth up- 
wards, associated ideas of innocent gaiety 
and that happiness of the heart which after- 
life’s experience must have taught them is of 
too brief a term to admit of any curtailment. 
He must be a bad man who is moving for 
the suppression of the montem. He must 
be a bold bad man who unnecessarily inter- 
feres to put down a happiness giving anni- 
versary or other holidays of the kind, and 
which marks the division and progress of the 
year, far more naturally to youth than the 
dull red letter days of cold and calculating 
age.

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politics will form problems to be solved, and played like games o 

chess by the superior foresight and intelligence of the executive, or 
rather the deliberative governments concerned. Party politics, for- 
merly the madness of the many for the gain of the few, are now re- 
solved into political parties, where the hospitality of the few, 
provides entertainment for their disciples and followers. ‘These 
latter in England, wealthy and from prejudice unoccupied, seek not 
to prey upon the property of those who thus form centres where they 
can meet and enjoy themselves ; nor are their votes or influence pur- 
chased by such means} but no doubt they ac- 
cumulate a heavy debt of gratitude to such 
superior minds, who, finding for them occu- 
pation in the buzy intrigues and duties of 
public life, still further guard them from the 
killing ennui of an idle life, by opening their 
houses as places of assembling, to exchange 
ideas and sentiments with each other.

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COLONIES. 


Care or Goon Horr. — Papers have been received from Cape 
Town to the 10th, and from Graham’s Town to the 4th of October. 
‘Two mote of the colonists had fallen victims to marauding parties of 
Kaffirs. Col. Somerset had been proceeding with his accustomed 
persevering vigilance, and the result was, overtures for peace from 
the Gocha chiefs. ‘The terms offered by the governor were the same 
as before, namely, the surrender of their fire-arms and the whole of 
the colonial cattle, and that the country as far as the Kei shall be 
placed under British control. Macoma, it is stated, seemed disposed 
to agree individually, but the other chiefs entirely rejected the con- 
ditions. They stated, that most of the cattle were dead, that they 
were tired of the war, and were determined not to fight any more ; 
that they were under our feet, and that the commander might go 
to their kraals without any resistance ; but to give up their guns was 
out of the question. 

‘The “ Graham's Town Journal” of Oct. 14. contairs the distress- 
ing intelligence of the murder, by the Kaffirs, of a British settler, 
named Williams, near the mouth of the Kowie River. The victim 
was an old man, who had laboured hard for the past twenty-six 
years to improve this, his adopted country. He was one of the few 
among the British settlers of 1820 who never quitted their original 
location. On the last day of his existence he had gone to cultivate 
his little field, and while thus employed he fell by the assagai of the 
native assassin. It is with peculiar satisfaction we have to record 
the continued success of Colonel Somerset’s operations against the 
enemy. Despite of the late severe weather, this officer has been in- 
defatigable, both day and night, in following the Kaffirs through all 
the intricacies of their native fastnesses. Vain has been every effort 
on the part of the enemy to elude his vigilance, and the results are, 
the capture ofa iarge number of fine cattle, variously estimated at 
from 4000 to 6000 head, and a considerable troop of horses, with a 
loss to the Kaffirs of several of their number. The Rev. Mr. Cal- 
derwood, on his way to Fort Beaufort with the despatches of the 
governor, narrowly escaped death. He had reached within a mile cf 
the village when he suddenly came upon eight Kaflirs. He was 
within a few yards of them when he first saw them, and in an instant 
an assagai was hurled at him, which just missed him. Two or three 
other assagais were thrown in quick succession, but without effect. 

New Sourn Wares. — There are papers and letters from Sydney 
to the 19th of August. The meeting of council had been postponed 
to the 8th of September. The feeling that justice to Port Philip 
required its separation from New South Wales appeared to be gain- 
ing ground at Sydney. Accounts had been received at Sydney of an 
outbreak of the prisoners at Norfolk Island having taken place, and 
that before it was suppressed, Chief-constable Smith and three other 
constables were killed. About 1100 of the prisoners had, in conse- 
quence, been placed on the chain, and secured in the various build- 
ings. A subscription for a testimonial to Sir G. Gipps has been 
got up by the Very Rev. the Vicar-General. Many highly respect- 
able persons joined the clergy in their demonstration. On the other 
hand, the opposition kept up their fire. 

FALKLAND Isianps.—By the ‘lrafalgar transport, arrived at Spit- 
head, there is intelligence from these islands to the 19th of Septem- 
ber. Its report of the state of affairs there is discouraging. ‘There 
were about 100 inhabitants on the island. Most of the emigrants 
were employed by government in making roads, at 5s. to 6s. per day. 
The sheep had nearly all perished. No vegetables were reared on 
the settlement. General discontent pervaded the settlement, and had 
turned itself against the governor. 

Ausrratia.—Mr. Surveycr Smythe has returned from his second 
expedition to Cape Otway. This has been hastened in consequence 
of the murder of one of his men by the blacks. After the expedition 
left the Barwon Heads, about a month ago, they encountered a suc- 
cession of westerly gales, and made several ineffectual attempts to get 
round the Cape. ` The party at last landed on the eastern side and 
encamped, while Mr. Smythe, accompanied by four men, penetrated 
to the westward to survey the Eyre river. Mr. Smythe started on 
this excursion on Saturday the 25th of July. In proceeding along 
the shore, they fell in witha tribe of blacks, composed of one man, 
four women, and three boys, all of whom had been at the tent some 
days before. Mr. Smythe prevailed on the man and one of the boys 
to act as his guide to Gunna-waar, or Eyredale. After travelling 
for about three hours they came to a part of the country with which 
Mr. Smythe was familiar, and as he had no further use for the blacks 
he sent them to the tents, first giving them a supply of tea, and a 
note to the coxswain, directing him to give them some flour. Mr. 
Smythe returned to the tent on the evening of the 31st, when he 
learned that one of the men, named Conroy, had been barbarously 
murdered about 200 yards from the tent, where he had gone to cut 
wood. This happened on Sunday morning, between 9 and 10 o'clock. 
‘The blacks had arrived at the tent early that morning, and bad been 
supplied with damper. They then went away along the beach; and, 
just vrevious to the perpetration of the murder, they were seen re- 
turning, making a great noise. On their again retiring, the body of 
the deceased was found by his companions dreadfully mangled about 
the head, and life entirely extinct. A tomahawk was found near the 
spot, with which, nodoubt, the blows had been inflicted. Mr. Brodie, 
one of the party who acted as surgeon, made an examination of the 
wounds. ‘The left jaw was broken, and there were several deep 
gashes on the left tempie; there were three deep cuts on the neck 
and throat; the clothing had been stripped from the body and carried 
oti—even the boots were not left behind. The body was not muti- 
lated in any other manner, and no attempt had been made to extract 
the kidney fat; so that it appears the only object of the murderers 
was to possess themselves of the clothing worn by the unfortunate 
man. After this event, Mr. Smythe, finding his stock of provisions 
nearly exhausted, deemed it advisable to return. Under these cir- 
cumstances, Mr. Smythe was prevented from bringing many geolo- 
gical specimens. On one part of the coast the cliffs are a pure chalk, 
and he has ascertained that the coal formation extends to the west- 
ward of the Cape, towards Mooniight Head. lIn the neighbourhood 
of Loutit Bay there are immense beds of rottenstone, used for po- 
lishing brass, &c. The rivers and watercourses were almost impas- 
sable trom the floods. 
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FOREIGN. 

France. — The Paris papers comment largely on the article 
which recently appeared in the “ Austrian Observer,” and which is 
regarded as an official apology for the proceeding of the three 
powers. It is said that the French ambassador at Vienna, Count 
Flahault, is to be immediately recalled and sent to London, and 
M. Bresson to be transferred from Madrid to Vienna. ‘The object 
of this manceuvre being at once to offer a sort of satisfaction to Eng- 
land for the trick of the marriages, and to put forth a semblance of 
displeasure at not being forewarned of the approaching confiscation 
of Cracow. 

Considerable disturbances continue to take place among the 
working classes in different parts of France, on account of the 
dearness of provisions. For the last ten days at Lyons all business 
has been suspended. The silk-dyers deserted their workshops, and 
their example was speedily followed by tanners, carpenters, and 
other trades. ‘The ostensible cause of the strike is the dearness of 
provisions, Serious disorder also broke out on the 15th among the 
workmen employed to repair the ravages of the flood. A body of 
1000 struck, in consequence of being paid by task-work instead of by 
day-worke They assembled armed with their tools, cut off the com- 
munications, broke the waggons, trucks, and other machineries, and 
finally destroyed the tools themselves. It was only by the inter- 
vention of the troops that this émeute was quelled. Bread-riots, in 
which attempts were made to force the bakers to sell at a rate 
lower than#the market price, have taken place at Blois and else- 
where. syi

[This account should have noticed the fact of M. Guizot having re- 
turned the presents intended for his family, with a letter to the Bey 
explaining the impossibility of accepting them. | 

Seain.—Our accounts from Madrid are of the 10th inst. The re- 
sult of about 50 elections was known, one-fourth of which had been 
obtained by the Progresistas. M. Olozaga had been returned at 
Albacete. “Mendizabel has been elected deputy in Madrid, and 
has left Paris for Spain. ‘The Progresistas are in high spirits. They 
count upon having 60 of their body in the new Chamber, and have 
no doubt of increasing the number. M. Pareja, a chief in the Fi- 
nance Department, had been appointed by M. Mon to confer with 
Mr. Henderson on the subject of the claims of the bondholders. 
M. Pareja had already had an interview with the latter, to whom he 
declared that M. Mon was most favourably disposed, and that he was 
ready to receive any proposition that might be made by Mr. Hen- 
derson on behalf of those he represented. The resignation of M. 
Pacheco was finally accepted, and officially announced. ‘The minis- 
ter of marine had been reconciled to the Infant Don Enrique. 

Letters from Barcelona of the 9th instant announce the arrival in 
that city of Mr. Cobden. 

Irary.—A letter from Rome, of the 9th, says: — “ The Pope has 
just issued a decree by which the convicts in the prisons of Rome, 
and who are very numerous, are no longer to be permitted to work 
for tradesmen, to the injury of the honest and industrious. Some 
hesitation is said to have existed on account of the desire of his Holi- 
ness to encourage habits of industry in the prisons, by rendering it 
the interest of the prisoners to practise them, but the matter has been 
so judiciously regulated, that convicts for fixed periods will still be 
able to gain a trifle, which may be laid by as a fund against the 
temptation to crime on their leaving prison, and the honest labourer 
will receive the fair reward of his industry. The Pope has in this 
affair set an example which other governments would do well to 
follow.” 

Letters from Italy also announce that the union of Cracow to 
Austria had produced a very lively impression throughout the whole 
Peninsula, and appeared to have aroused with new energy all the 
former sentiments of dislike and distrust of the Austrians. 

NETHERLANDS. — The Dutch Society of Literature and Science 
has just proposed the following prize essays for the commencement 
of the year 1848: —“ A genuine history of the government of Lei- 
cester in the Netherlands;” “ An account of the historical novel, 
and an appreciation of its worth;” “« An essay on the origin, deve- 
lopment, and influence of the civic aristocracy in the province of 
Holland.” All these essays may be written in any one of the fol- 
lowing languages: — Latin, English, French, or German; in the 
last the Roman letters must be employed. 

The Federal Diet of Frankfort has ornamented the pieces of ar- 
tillery intended for the fortresses of Ulm and Rastadt with the 
Eagle of the Austrian empire, as an emblem of the Germanic 
Confederation. In order to distinguish these from the arms 
of the other states, which have also the double-headed Eagle, the 
German Lagle has neither the crown, the sceptre, nor the sword, at- 
tributes which were added only in the latter days of the German 
empire. This measure is considered to be a first step towards a com- 
mon flag for all the states of the Zolverein. 

A letter from Breslau states that the change cf costume imposed 
upon the Jews of Russia and Poland by the Emperor of Russia has 
caused great loss to the silk manufacturers of Silesia, who provided 
the silk garments for the Israelites. , A single manufacturer of Si- 
lesia provided silk for the dresses of the Jews to the amount of 900,000 
dollars. 

Russa. — We learn from St. Petersburg that the Emperor of 
Russia has adopted the proposition made by the Asiatic committee, 
for the free export of linen cloths through the customs on the frontier 
of Asia. 

TURKEY.—CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 2.—For the last three days the 
Mussulmen have been celebrating their festival of the Kurban- Bai- 
ram. More than 75,000 lambs will be ‘slaughtered, which proves 
that notwithstanding the attempts made to civilise the ‘J urks, they 
still adhere to their ancient religious usages. ‘The ‘Turkish fleet had 
returne. Persia seems making great preparations for war. The 
Shah intends assembling at Teheran an army of 25,000 men, under 
the orders of his eldest son. ‘Turkey is supposed to be the object of 
these preparations. It is not known what effect they may have on 
the Divan; it is, however, certain that the Ottoman Porte has ac- 
corded a handsome indemnity (7000/.) for the insults offered to the 
Persian Chargé @’ Affaires at Erzeroum. The cholera continued to 
ravage Tauris and Schiras. ‘There was a report at ‘Trebisonde that 
at Bagdad 7000 persous had been carried away by the cholera, and 
that it had made its appearance at Mossoul. Toyar Pacha, the 
governor of Mossoul, had died, but not of the cholera. 

Hanover. — An act of barbarity has recently been perpetrated in 
Germany against a Jew, which, to a certain extent, is unparalleled 
in modern history, because it did not proceed from a frantic mob, 
but was executed under cover of the law. Shulm Moses, a Jew 
about 50 years of age, was a native of Germany, but his father having 
died in his infancy, he led a wandering life for many years, and could 
never ascertain his birth-place. He subsequently settled in the king- 
dom of Hanover, married, and became the father of three children. 
Having in the spring of last year come under judicial examination, 
he could not prove his country, and thus became, as it is termed in 
the German law, homeless. Shulm, after a fortnight’s imprison- 
ment, was released, receiving orders to leave the country, and under 
penalty of corporal punishment never more to enter it. No regard 
was paid to his representation, that having been settled in the country 
for nearly half a century, and not knowing his native country, the 
neighbouring governments would send him to the states whence he 
came, viz. Hanover. He was first sent into the Grand Duchy of 
Oldenburg, the authorities of which sent him back to Hanover. 
Having thus, though involuntarily, returned into tle country, the 
penalty of corporal punishment was inflicted, and he was then sent 
into the neighbouring duchy of Brunswick. The authorities re- 
turned him again into Hanover, and the poor wretch underwenta 
second time the degrading punishment for an involuntary act. Upon 
this he was sent into Prussia, but again returned, and was again 
punished. At last, when no country would receive him, he was kept 
in custody at Hoya, in Hanover, until the miserabie wretch was en- 
abled to embark at Bremen for America; to supply him with the 
means a few humane individuals have opened a subscription. i 

The packet-ship Europe arrived at Liverpool on Wednesday 
evening. Her accounts are of the 1st inst. -They announce the 
capture of Tampico by the following letter :—“ United States steamer 
Spitfire, before the town of Tampico, Nov. 14, 1846. — ‘Sir,— 
I have the honour to inform the department, that 1 entered the river 
of ‘Tampico this morning, with all the small vessels of the squadron, 
and a strong detachment of seamen and marines. On my arrival 
at the city I was met by a deputation from the citizens, offering 
the surrender of the place, on condition that their laws, institutions, 
and property should be respected. I will hold the place as long as 
possible. Its importance requires that a garrison of 500 or 600 men 
should be sent to occupy it as speedily as possible. To obtain this 
object I have dispatched Commodore Perny to Matamoras to make 
arrangements with General Patterson to have a force without delay. 
I have the honour to be, very respectfully, your obedient servant,

Tue FortiricaTions AT SHrerNneEss. — These works continue to 
advance rapidly. ‘The formidable battery opposite the dockyard gate, 
facing seaward, is now complete, with the exception of the curtain or 
parapet wall, which will shortly be proceeded with. ‘The musketry 
walls connecting the battery on the one hand to the old works at 
Garrison Point, and the other to the land defences, are also com- 
plete, and present an excellent specimen of substantial workmanship. 
These land defences, which extend continuously from the Thames to 
Medway, interrupted only by the drawbridge to Mile Town, are in 
course of being repaired and heightened by the soil procured in the 
deepening cf the moat which protects them. The excavations for 
the moat which surrounds the new battery are very nearly com- 
pleted, and workmen are engaged in some parts banking it up 
with rubble stone. The greatest number of men are, however, en- 
gaged in the construction of the ravelin on the Mile Town side of 
the drawbridge, round which the moat is to be conducted, thus ren- 
dering a second drawbridge necessary. ‘he excavations for this 
extension of the moat intersect an old convict burying-ground, in 
which, it isstated, repose the remains of the notorious Parker, the 
mutineer. The ravelin is calculated to be able to contain 8000 men. 
‘The repairs and alterations of the old works are completed, the beds 
for the traversing platforms of the guns are all laid down, and no- 
thing now remains to hinder the immediate mounting of the guns. 
The magazines are in course of being filled with powder, large 
quantities having been ordered to be kept in store. New barracks 
are to be erected in the neighbourhood of the present. The plans 
and specifications are out, and a party of Sappers and Miners have 
been for some time employed on the Isle of Grain shore, boring 
and sounding for a foundation for three Martello towers intended to 
be erected there.

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CHEAP TRAVELLING. 


“ Give these fellows a good thing,” says Puff in the “Critic,” 
“and they never know when to have done with it.” The re- 
mark has especial reference to the prompter and scene shifters 
who revel in morning guns and copper sheet thunder, but it may 
be indefinitely applied to all classes of Englishmen. We are a 
strange set of enthusiasts. The adoption of a new idea in its first 
crude form is not enough to satisfy either our ambition or our cu- 
pidity. We must enlarge, improve, amplify the original, and 
give it the most extensive application of which it may (or may 
not) be susceptible. A tram in the mines grew into a railway 
between two great towns; the solitary rail was the parent of a 
hundred more, and the expeditious communication created a pas- 
sion for still more rapid intercourse; atmospherics rushed into 
competition with locomotives, the narrow guage and the broad 
guage became matter of violent comparison, the electric telegraph 
flashed iuto utility, and at this moment scientific men are debating 
the practicability of opening subaqueous and subterranean magnetic 
communications with parts of the civilised earth, separatcd from 


each other by seas and mountains. So in the broad rivers of 
“merrie” England — competition multiplied the steamers, acce- 
lerated their speed, improved their navigation, and brought the 
cost of transit to a level with the means of the poorest subject. 
We travel for a penny the distance which ten years ago we 
deemed cheaply traversed for sixpence. Nor is this all; the 
vastly increased traffic through the great arteries of modern 
Babylon has converted the Thames into a new highway; and the 
Bee and the Ant, defying wind and tide, run successful races with 
the Ailas and the Waterloo, blocked up at the bottom of Fleet 
Street or the top of Ludgate Hill. ‘To beat the steamers in the 
trip from Hungerford to London Bridge, while the road from 
Temple Bar to the Royal Exchange remains a narrow strait, is a 
physical impossibility ; reduced fares are therefore resorted to by 
the omnibus proprictors to furnish an inducement to the pensive 
public to avoid the perils of the water, and bear with the stoppages, 
You may go from Charing Cross to Paddington for twopence in a 
bran new scarlet ’Bus, comfortably lined and padded, and drawn 
by unexceptionable cattle. 

With such results of the free trade in vehicles most nations 
would be satisfied. The Dutch, in the worst extremity, would 
never have gone so far. But we are made of other materials; 
thereis no limit to the British spirit of competition, The two- 
penny omnibus has given birth to the threepenny fare—twice the 
distance for an advance of one third uponjthe charge ; and the 
latter, in its turn, has created the “ City of London Conveyance 
Company,” which engages to carry us through the principal streets 
of the metropolis and its environs for one penny per mile. The 
cabs, alarmed at the additional temptation held out to omnibus 
passengers, straightway come“downjto sixpence a mile; and to com- 
pete with them “a Suburban Cabriolet and Carriage Company” 
starts into life, offering better accommodation for the same terms. 
A year hence we shall have cabs plying for custom at threepence 
per mile. 

In all this we perceive sufficient ground for public gratulation. 
The increased facilities of communication with the pleasant 
localities beyond the limits of the metropolis, will afford to the 
less affluent classes the opportunity of breathing a purer air, 
ground will increase in value, and travellers by the various vehicles 
be spared the annoyances and incivilities too often arising from 
the monopolies of the road enjoyed by the present race of Jehus 
and their attendant conductors, 

Bat there will still be a difficulty in respect to the cabs which 
it is very desirable should be remedied by the commissioners or 
the companies. We allude to the method of determining the dis- 
tances actually ran when those vehicles are employed to convey a 
person about the streets of London. Everybody. cannot eternally 
carry a “Mogg” or a map duly “scaled” in his pocket, nor 
afford to lose time in computing the length of the journey 
effected. The cabman’s knowledge cannot be safely appealed to ; 
it is counteracted by the easiness of his conscience. Numbers 
may be taken and summonses threatened, but the remedy is so 
much worse than the disease, in its consumption of valuable time, 
that the precaution and the menace are alike absurd. There is 
but one real safeguard against imposition in the matter of fares. 
It consists in requiring every cab driver to have the tariff of 
charges pasteé up in his cab, and to deliver to every one by 
whom he may be hired a ticket bearing his number and his name. 
The latter is a usage in force in Paris and other continental 
towns, and is found to} operate advantageously. We need not be 
ashamed to imitate France in the matter of domestic conveniences, 
though we may be reluctant to follow her example in setting 
treaties at nought. 


IRISH LANDLORDS. 


Tue Privy Council, held at Windsor on Saturday, came to the 
resolution to call Parliament together on the 19th January, and 
the announcement is accordingly made, with all due formality, in 
the “London Gazette.” This resolution disappointed the ex- 
pectation of some parties, who anticipated an immediate assembly 
of the Legislature for the purpose of considering the state of 
affairs in Ireland; but there can be no doubt that the measure is 
well advised. What would have been the result of an {earlier 
summons? The creation of dissatisfaction among the members 
thus mulcted of their holiday, and the promotion of a needless 
discussion, which, without extending the ability of the Govern- 
ment to serve Ireland, would have opened the door to factious 
opposition at the moment when combined exertion is so essential 
to the welfare of that unhappy country. 

It appears by the Treasury minute that has been published, 
that the scheme of the Government for the relief of the thousands 
of destitute labourers and peasants, embraces employment upon 
the several estates, in drainage, road-making, and other improve- 
ments. The sums advanced for these useful purposes (already 
approaching two millions sterling) are to be afterwards recovered 
from landlords by very reasonable instalments, the advances 
meanwhile bearing an extremely low rate of interest. 

A measure of a more healing character could scarcely be de- 
vised. Parliament will readily grant the Government a Bill of 
Indemnity for the heavy outlay undertaken upon its own responsi- 
bility ; and the starving population of Ireland, who have been 
taught by demagogues to regard the Saxon as an enemy, cannot 
fail to be struck by the generosity which forgets their groundless 
antipathy, and thinks only of their salvation. Would that we 
could add, that the “leaders” of these poor people are duly alive 
to the sympathy of Great Britain! Would that we could cherish 
a hope, that some grateful emotions will supersede the bitter hos- 
tility which has been proclaimed in Conciliation Hall, since 
“ Repeal” became the burthen of the Agitation! ‘There is not a 
chance of it. Already are the O’Connells proclaiming the doc- 
trines of dishonesty, and repudiating the claims of this country to 
the national thankfulness. While Daniel O’Connell declares he 
will be satisfied with nothing less than thirty millions of money, 


| John O'Connell conjures the landlords to resist repayment. Eng- 


land (says the learned gentleman) must look for reimbursement 
from “the revenues of the country ;” but how those aggregate 
revenues be constituted, 1f landlords are not to be de 


We 
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individually responsible, passes our comprehension. And if the 
case could be rendered clear, where would be the justice of make 
ing the whole country pay for the benefit conferred upon a part ? 
We go along with the Government in its resolution to seize and 
sequestrate the property of the ultimate defaulters. A greater 
boon could not be conferred upon Ireland than the legal transfer 
of the fertile and shamefully-neglected estates with which she is 
covered, to hands that will cherish Nature’s bounteous gifts. The 
soil, and the creatures who live by the fruits of the soil, demand a 
more generous treatment than the lavish absentee has ever con- 
ferred. Well has it been said by the “ Daily News” that— 


One of the causes of Irish distress is, that the peasant popu- 
lation has been allowed or incited to increase, not in proportion to 
the demand for, and to the wages of, labour, but to the possibility of 
the peasant squatting for himself, and extracting a scanty sustenance 
from a smali spot of ground. This has been, in reality, an abdication 
on the part of the Irish landlord of his proprietorial influence and pri- 
vileges. His negligence or his political ambition have given birtn to 
a mongrel class, which is neither that of day labourer nor of land 
tenant, but which has all the bad qualities of both, without the good 
qualities of either. As things are, such a peasant is of no use to the 
landlord. Without capital, or skill, or stock, or aught save his labour, 
the landlord can only extract rent from such a tenant by grinding 
him to the lowest grade of subsistence. The peasant feels that he is 
worth no more, and he submits, until, perhaps, a little more weight is 
added to the burden, a little more taken from his means, and then he 
rebels and slays; for he is on tne verge of existence, and rather than 
be pushed out of it he is ready to turn outlaw. This feudal mode of 
keeping serfs was tolerable when food was abundant and produce 
stagnated in the grange or in the field. However low the peasant 
was kept in the scale of civilisation, at least he was fed. Modern 
times, in Ireland, have merely superinduced the privations of actual 
egy with more light from knowledge to see and be conscious of 
them. 


This is undeniable. Let the peasant close his ears to the 
wild denunciations of the demagogues, and think only of the im- 
mediate blessings which good landlords can confer. Political 
independence cannot co-exist with agrarian misery.

On Wednesday afternoon the pony phaeton was sent 
round to the Castle, her Majesty and the Prince having signified 
their intention of driving out into the Great Park for an hour or 
two; saddle horses were also sent up to the Castle for the lords and 
equerries in waiting, and also for the Marchioness of Douro, who had 
expressed a wish to ride out with her Majesty. But the whole party 
were docmed to disappointment, for the rain began to descend so 
violently, that the ride was given up, and the horses were sent back 
to the stable. Lord and Lady Russell andthe Hon. Miss Lister 
were at the Castle on Tuesday and Wednesday, when they left for 
town. 

Tur Quren’s Bounty.—On Monday and Tuesday last her Ma- 
jesty’s royal bounty was distributed to upwards of 1000 poor and aged 
persons, each receiving a crown, according to ancient usage at this 
inclement season of the year. Upon this occasion the applications 
for relief were more than usually numerous, and the venerable 
Archbishop of York, assisted by the Sub- Almoner, the Rev. Dr. Jelf, 
extended the bounty to meet the exigency.

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LIFE IN NEW YORK. 

Nothing strikes the European traveller with more surprise than 
the ark-like looking steamers which convey them along the American 
rivers. They have more the appearance of rafts, with one large two- 
storied cabin running fore and aft, near the whole length of the boat. 
A verandah surrounding the whole, filled with chatting and spitting 
Americans, gives an air of lightness and of lounging indulgence 
that helps considerably to relieve the otherwise heavy and clumsy

effect produced by the whole upon the mind. No sooner, however, 
has she slipped her moorings, and left the side of the wharf or dock 
and on the broad surface of the water, steering towards her destin- 
ation, than we perceive at once her admirable adaptation for all the 
circumstances and requirements of such a vast moving body. 

After witnessing the departure of one of these floating castles, we 
directed our steps again into the town and soon found ourselves sip- 
ping the everlasting sherry cobbler in one of the magnificent smok- 
ing saloons which constitute the favourite haunts of the genuine 
Yankee. Here we had certainly opportunity and time for reflec- 
tion. Surrounded by a people of self-same descent, yet foreign in 
every respect of appearance excepting language, we could not help 
canvassing history for the causes of the differences so strange in 
character and features which are already generally aknowledged to 
exist between ourselves and the inhabitants of the United States. 
Political events that had occurred we could not believe to have ef- 


| fected these changes, for the English themselves have passed through 
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the same social phases from dependence to freedom and self-govern- 
ment; nor could we perceive ought in the education of the rising 
generations which could account for the dissimilarity between 
the two people. A republican government they certainly possessed, 
but this appeared to be a resulting consequence rather than the oc- 
casioning cause of the peculiar habits and disposition of the American 
citizen, just as our limited monarchy is adapted to our national 
characteristics, the love of repose, and to attain it, settled institutions. 

As this reflection occurred, it seemed as if a new light had broken 
upon our understanding. We saw at once that the basis of all differ- 
ence between the people of the two countries was the very different 
views they take of what constitutes human happiness. The hurry 
and constant excitement, in which the American seeks to gratify 
himself, contrasts broadly with the domestic retirement and quiet in 
which an Englishman loves to exist. That this has arisen from the 
different circumstances of situation, there can be little doubt; though 
strangely enough the advantage in this respect we consider to be 
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decidedly on the side of the American. He can command his food 
and time, for land and such riches that labour can produce are ever 
at his command. But from the spreading lap of bounteous Nature, 
her spoiled child seems to turn with disgust. ‘To work would be to 
descend from the fancied nobleness of his nature, and he spurns from 
him the idea as if the curse of Adam had not reached to him. Oc- 
cupation, however, he must have, for instinct impels him to action, 
and he finds relief, accordingly, in the excitement of social meetings 
or foreign wanderings.

Such is the American character, restless, energetic, and active, 
they can direct their abilities in no constant or settled channel. 
Whilst the Englishman, on the contray, apathetic and persevering, 
works out a destiny and forms a character very opposite to those of 
his kindred race on the other side of the Atlantic. Nor can either 
well avoid these resulting consequences of the situations in which 
they are respectively placed. A colony of Americans conveyed to some 
inhospitable land, but abounding with mineral resources favourable 
for the development of labour, and its humble but valuable associate 


content, would soon assimilate in character to that of the existing 
English ; whilst we ourselves or any of our children transported 
to some happy land, where nature produced readily and abundantly 
what was required for existence, there can be'littie doubt after the 
evidence of our American co onies now the United States, that in the 
course of a few generations our successors would be in character, 
disposition, habits, and government, closely aproximating to those 
observed in the subject matter of our observations, the frequenters of 
the United States saloon, Broadway, New York. 
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FINE ARTS. 

As itis but fair and reasonable to give to the inventive genius of 
the year the latest chance of swelling its triumphs by some new 
achievement, we reserve until our next a summary of the progress of 
the Arts during the expiring twelve months. ‘There has unquestion- 
ably been a movement in a forward direction since 1846 was young. 
The walls of our exhibition rooms have glowed with the products of 
the painter—our public works attest the advances of the sculptor— 
additional employment for the engraver has vindicated the popularity 
cf an art which has now assumed variety of form. All these are 
matters which merit special record, and claim special respect. They 
will be more likely to receive attention when the bustle of Christmas 
is over, and the reader is at liberty to serenely contemplate the register 
of the creditable past. 

Scutvrure. — M. Engel, the sculptor, has nearly completed the 
model of a group which has excited some attention among artists and 
connoisseurs. It represents an incident in the war of Theseus with 
the Amazons, modified in some degree according to the notion of the 
artist. The Athenian hero has wounded a young Amazon, defended 
by her queen, who wounds Theseus in return, His beauty, however, 
has such an effect on his vanquisher, that she cannot kill him, and the 
younger Amazon is supposed to partake in a similar sentiment. At 
the moment when the group is taken, Theseus is lying on the ground, 
and over him is standing the Amazonian queen, who holds on one 
arm her feeble subject. The young girl is endeavouring, by a slight 
pressure of the arm, to prevent her defender from taking vengeance 
on the hero; while the internal affection that acts still more forcibly 
on the queen is represented by her face and her attitude. ‘The group 
is exceedingly well contrived, the contrast between the juvenile figure 
of the young Amazon and the more matured form of the queen pro- 
ducing an excellent effect. 

Eron Cottece.—During the past week an important addition has 
been made to the extensive collection of busts now in progress of 
formation, in the upper schcol room of the college, by the presenta- 
tion of a bust of George 11I., by Colonel Reid, M. P. for Windsor. 
This bust, which is a copy of the original by Bacon, in the possession 
of her Majesty, represents the monarch in the collar and robes of a 
sovereign of the Order of the Garter, and is acknowledged to be a re- 
markably striking likeness. Mr. Woodington, the sculptor, has done 
himself as much honour by his execution of this work of art asa 
copyist can gain for his faithful adherence to the original. Brackets 
have just been placed in the upper school for the reception of the 
busts of Lords Chatham, Howe, and Camden, which are being exe- 
cuted by Mr. Behnes, and are now nearly complete. 

Tue Srarue of Mrs. Siddons is to be erected in Westminster 
Abbey. ‘There is talk of moving the statue of John Philip Kemble 
( Fiaxman’s last work) from its present position in the north transept 
of the Abbey, to some spot in the same building when it can be seen 
by the side of the newly completed statue of Mrs. Siddons. 

Musicat INTELLIGENCE IN Parıs.— T'he new “legend” of Hector 
Berlioz, La Damnation de Faust, has produced the usual effect of 
this composer’s works. It was performed by an immense band and 
chorus, under the direction of Berlioz himself, and attracted almost 
all the musicians of Paris. The Faust of Göthe has furnishedfthe 
subject for M. Berlioz’s “legend,” which ‘is nothing more than an 
opera without action. Many parts of the work were extolled by the 
composer's admirers; but, on the whole, it was found tedious and 
incoherent by the general audience. ‘The music of M. Berlioz de- 
pends for effect almost entirely upon the massive orchestral com- 
binations he employs, and the vast number of his instrumental per- 
formers and choristers. Beethoven thought 60 instrumental per- 
formers a force sufficiently powerful for the effective execution of his 
great symphonies. At least double that number is considered requi- 
site by M. Berlioz, and how insignificant is the result in comparison ! 
Meyerbeer has been obliged to make several alterations in his opera 
of Lhe Camp of Silesia, for Vienna, the book as it stands containing 
matter that is objectionable to the Austrian Government. Jenny 
Lind is to sing in it the part of Vielka. At the moment of leaving 
Berlin for Vienna, Meyerbeer generously presented the whole of his 
annual appointments, as musical director to the King of Prussia, to 
the members of the orchestra and chorus of the opera. The amount 
was, in English money, upwards of 4501. 
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Court or Excirquen.—Crarx v. NewsoM.—FAISE IMPRISON- 
Ment. — Forcen RaiLway Scrir. — This was an action to recover 
compensation for having caused the plaintiff to be imprisoned upon 
a charge of having uttered forged scrip of the Buckinghamshire 
Railway Company. The defendants pleaded not guilty, and a justi- 
fication stating that a forgery had been committed. lIt appeared that 
a Mr. E. Richards was indebted to Mr. Robins, a stockbroker, in the 
sum of 50l. upon certain railway dealings. About the month of 
April last, Richards went to his office, and saw the defendant Ed- 
wards, who was clerk to Mr, Robins, and to whom he handed fifty 
shares in the Buckinghamshire Railway, together with a receipt for 
the deposit of two guineas per share. Richards directed Edwards to 
sell the scrip, and to retain the sum due to Mr. Robins, Some time 
afterwards, the plaintiff, who had a desk in the Hall of Commerce, 
and had been formerly engaged in the lace trade, in which it appeared 
he was not very successful, was introduced by Richards to Edwards, 
as a person anxious to dispose of some more scrip in the Bucking- 
hamshire line, and a stipulation was made by Richards that one per 
cent. only should be charged for commission, and that it should be 
divided equally between Edwards and the plaintiff. Upon this 
understanding, the plaintiff gave Edwards fifty shares, in return for 
which he got a cheque upon Glyn and Co., Robins’s bankers. The 
shares were resoid by Edwards, when it was discovered that they 
were forged, and two persons, named Falkener and Fabian, were 
charged with the offence, and brought before the magistrates to 
answer for it. It appeared that Richards knew something of both 
those parties, and the fact that the plaintiff had been introduced by 
Richards to Edwards excited some suspicion to his prejudice. The 
plaintiff was then required to refund the money he had received for 
the scrip, as they proved to be forged. He then stated that he was 
merely Richards’s agent, and had handed over to him the sum he had 
received ; however, sooner than any one should lose by him, he 
offered to pay 10/. down, and to give security for the payment of the 
remainder. This arrangement was assented to, and was about to be 
reduced to writing, when Mr. Newsom, the other defendant (father- 
in-law of Mr. Robins) interposed, and said that his son-in-law’s 
character and position in the Stock Exchange market rendered it 
utterly impossible that he should be a party to any compromise of so 
serious a charge as that made against the defendant, and that the 
whole affair should be publicly investigated. The plaintiff expressed 
his willingness that the matter, as far as he was concerned, should be 
fully investigated, stating that Richards had got him into it. The 
defendant then, in the absence of Mr. Robins, gave the plaintiff into 


custody, on the charge of having uttered the scrip certificates in 
question. Edwards joined in the charge, and the defendant was 


brought next day before the lord mayor, who thought the charge so 
serious, that he refused to take bail, and the plaintiff was committed 
to the Compter, where he was detained from Monday till Tuesday. 
He was then brought up to be re-examined, and Richards having 
stated that he had given the scrip certilicates to the plaintiff, who had 
no means of knowing they were not genuine, he was discharged from 
custody. Sir F. Thesiger, Q- C., conducted the plaintiff’s case, and 
called Richards, who distinctly swore, that not only the plaintiff, but 
he (witness) had no reason whatever to believe the scrip certificates 
The lord chief baron (summing up) said that the sus- 
d upon the plaintiff arose from the unhappy con- 
nection between him and Richards ; but there was no reason for 
supposing for a moment that he had any participation in, or know- 
ledge of, the forgery. The jury distinctly expressed their opinion 
that the plaintiff was perfectly exonerated from any guilt whatever 
in the matter, but they found a verdict for the defendants upon the 
special plea of justification, on the ground that reasonable and pro- 
bable cause did exist for suspecting that the ] laintiff was implicated 
in the forgery. 2

The Belgian Operatic Company, who were at Drury Lane Theatre, 
put up at my hotel. I had fifteen servants, and they made me pro- 
mise to pay them their wages out of what I received from the Bel- 
gian Company. I paid my servants, thinking that they were privi- 
Ieged. I did not tell my wife to remove property. I since heard it 
was to save them from being taken under execution. They were 
albata metal, and principally my wife’s property. Mr. Commis- 
sioner Holroyd ordered the certificate to be suspended for twelve 
months, 

Courr or Excise. — Extensive Excise Conviction. — John 
Harris, of No.180. Waterloo Road, appeared on Tuesday to an- 
swer informations that had been laid against him for carrying on and 
working illicit stills on premises near the Waterloo Road. ‘The 
penalties were laid in the information at 2400/. Evidence was given 
by the officers as to the finding of the stills, &c., under the Waterloo- 
road, in the manner described on a former occasion in our columns. 
The defendant reiterated his statement that he let the premises toa 
man named Brown, and had no interest in them beyond being the 
landlord. He had received no rent, and having pressed the oc- 
cupant for it, had no doubt that Brown had become the informant 
for his destruction. ‘The judgment of the court was that the defend- 
ant be fined in the penalty of 600? , and the whole of the seizure to 
be condemned. The defendant appeared completely astonished at 


the decision. 
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Bow SrrreET. — ExrensivE RoBBERY AT THE GENERAL Post 
Orrice.—On Tuesday, William Round, a letter carrier in the Gene- 
ral Post Office, was placed at the bar charged with stealing a letter, 
containing money. It appeared from the evidence that the prisoner 
was on duty on Monday evening, clearing away letters and taking 
them to the sorting-table, and a letter addressed to the Greyhound 
Tavein, Dulwich, being suddenly missed, the prisoner was observed 
to ascend to the upper office by the machine, which was communi- 
cated to the president. ‘The prisoner, on coming down again, was 
told of the suspicion excited against him, and upon denying that he 
had secreted any letter, he was searched, and a letter addressed * Mr. 
H. Hogan, Greyhound Tavern, Dulwich,” was found upon him, 
with a variety of other articles. Robert Tyrrel, a constable con- 
nected with the General Post Office, proved that on searching the 
prisoner he found in his right hand trousers pocket five sovereigns, 
with some silver; in the other pocket a bag containing six cld copper 
Roman coins, and in his coat pocket the letter and envelope pro- 
duced. Witness then proceeded to Brewer Street, Pimlico, where 
the prisoner resided, where he discovered a box unlocked, inside of 
which was a sinaller one locked, where he found four small packets 
containing twelve small gold swivel watch-keys, to each of which 
was attached a piece of paper and silk. On returning to the pri- 
soner, and teiling him what he had found, he said that the keys were 
given to him by a young man to dispose of, but he did not know who 
he was, or where he was to be found, Witness took him for the 
night to his own house, and, in course of conversation, he said that 
on going upstairs he broke open the letter in his pocket, ‘The pri- 
soner having declined to make any defence to the charge, he was re- 
manded for a week. 

Tuames.—Tue Frores’ Exrepirion.—Mr. Adderley W. Sleigh, 
K.'I.S., who was to have commanded the squadron intended to aid 
General Flores’ expedition, was brought before Mr. Yardley, 
charged by Inspector Evans with unlawfully enlisting British sub- 
jects to serve under a foreign power, without the sanction and con- 
sent of her Majesty. Mr. Potberry, solicitor to the Board of Cus- 
toms, attended for the prosecution. He then called John Wyming, 
of No. 9. Crown Street, Westminster, who deposed that he was an 
Englishman, and had served in the Portuguese legion. About seven 
weeks ago he was engaged to act as sergeant in a corps going to the 

‘quador, and was told at the time that he would be certain of pro- 
motion. On the 15th ult. he saw Captain Sleigh, with whom he had 
served on the continent, and who was passing 200 or 300 men as they 
were examined by the doctor. The captain told the men they were 
going to the Equador, where the privates were to have six dollars per 
month, the corporals eight, and the sergeant 12, with clothes, rations, 
a house, two bullocks, and a milch cow each. Witness heard some- 
thing mentioned in the presence of the prisoner about the men 
being called emigrants. He did not hear the term soldier used, un- 
less the term sergeant could be so construed. Witness had instruc- 
tions to engage all the old hands he could fall in with, and acted in 
accordance with the usual way of military enlistment. He had no 
doubt that he himself had been enlisted for some foreign military 
service. Thomas Rinings was then called, and ‘gave similar testi- 
mony. ‘The defendant, however, told some of tne men that they 
were going Out as emigrants, whilst he told others that they were 
going out as soldiers. The defendant, a fine agile looking young 
fellow, about thirty years of age, whose handsome features were 
deeply bronzed by exposure to various climes, and who looked more 
like a Spaniard than a native of the sister isle which, it appears, is 
the land of his birth, asked, with a tone of mingled surprise and com- 
posure, ‘ What is the charge?” Mr. Yardley: That of unlawfully 
enlisting British subjects to serve under a foreign power without the 
sanction of their sovereign. Defcendant:I do not understand the 

uestion, for my solicitor is not here. All I know is, that these 
faithful followers who tell you that they fought with and served under 
me in Spain, have been brought here for some paltry purpose that I 
cannot fathom. ‘They solicited the service from me, for they sought 
me, and not I them. It was unnecessary for you, sir, to issue a 
warrant for my apprehension; the slightest intimation that my presence 
here would be necessary would have instantly brought me. 1 do not 
feel myself at all disgraced by my position, for being bred to arms, I 
wuld; in the pursuit of my profession, engage In any foreign service 
not opposed to my own legitimate sovereign. Mr. Yardley held the 
prisoner to bail to answer the charge at the Central Criminal Court, 
himself in 200/., and two sureties of 100/. each. 
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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


SurrosEp Suicpe.—— On Monday, as two boys were dredging 
along the water side, whilst passing the river nearly opposite to 
Waterloo Dock, found the body of what they believed to be a man. 
They immediately gave information to the coroner's constable, who 
sent a number of men with a shell to take the body. It was em- 
bedded in the mud, and great difficulty was experienced in getting at 
it. On turning it over, instead of the body of a man thev discovered 
that it was a female, with a child ticd round her waist. The arms of 
the woman were both pressed round the neck of the child. The two 
bodies were immediately removed to the vaults of St. John’s Church, 
in the Waterloo Road. No letter or anything else was found upon 
the deceased which might serve as a clue to identify the bodies. 
From the likeness there is no doubt that the woman was the child’s 
mother, and from the fact of one of her breasts being found upon the 
cheek of the child, the probability is that it was suckling when it met 
with its death. The clothing having been washed, it was found that 
the child had on a white lace cap and a light-coloured hood, a 
chocolate and blue coloured woollen turnover, a pair of worsted 
leggings, and two frocks. It is believed to be not more than ten or 
twelve months old. It was a fine child, and had cut two of its upper 
teeth. ‘Lhe woman had on a speckled straw bonnet, trimmed with 
black crape, Adelaide boots, black worsted stockings, a dark silk and 
cotton shaw], with bunches of flowers on it, and a pair of dark jean 
stays. Her under clothing and stockings were extensively darned. 
She had no wedding-ring on her finger, and the only thing found in 


her pocket was a small box key. Her age was apparently from 26 
to 30 years. She was of middle stature, and had dark brown hair. 

Owing to the vigilance of the police a clue was obtained on Mon- 
day, which led to the identification of the bodies. It appears that the 
female had formerly lived in the service of several families in 
Lambeth, but was seduced, and ultimately gave birth to the child 
found in the water with her. Since her confinement she had been 
subjected to great privation, having no settled place of abode. Her 
name was Hannah Reid; and the child was only eleven months old. 
From what has since transpired, no doubt any longer exists that the 
unfortunate creature had destroyed her own life and also that of her 
offspring. The last time she was seen alive was on Thursday, when 
she appeared very disconsolate and unhappy, and frequently stated 
that her troubles were more than she could stand against. Since 
that day she had written a letter to the party who identified the 
bodies, in which she made known her intentio: of destroying her 
life, and stated that it was all owing to the treatment she had re- 
ceived from one of her own relatives. 

The following is the letter alluded to, and which was produced on 
Wednesday at the inquest :— 


I do not wish you to put ona black hatband for me, as you have been so unkind 
to mein life. What few rags I leave behind me, and my tickets, let not your 
wife touch, for if she does may the retribution of Heaven (be upon her, If “Ann 
thinks fit for to accept of them she is quite welcome, for her kindness to me and 
my dear babe. “ He who giveth to the poor, lendeth to the Lord.’ I die in 
peace with those who are my enemies ; may Heaven forgive them. James, I now 
take my pen in my hand to address a few lines to you, for the last time. I cer- 
tainly find your unkindness to exceed more thau what I once could have thought. 
You have allowed me to have been driven houseless, with adear babe at my 
breast, by a base, wicked woman. You have not so much as even inquired about 
me. I should have thought you would, on account of the dear child, when you 
professed so much love, which must have been deceit. Mark me! the day is not 
far distant when she who claims you as her husband may, and will want a home 
and bread as bad as I should if it had not been tor Ann and her husband. You 
have said a great deal about them, but they have been much greater friends to 
me than ever you were. Iam now about to commit a deed which my very soul 
shudders at. But I cannot live any longer as I am now living. Perhaps it will 
be pleasing to you to hear of my body, and that of my dead baby, being picked 
up. Consider your unkindness, and poverty have driven me to the deed. As to 
your base wife, I hope she will feel her conscience prick her when I am in the 
grave. My dear babe will go to Heaven, and I hope the Lord will forgive me, 
and take my soul to himself. I am now your unhappy, but when you receive 
this I shall be no more. I forgive you all your unkindness. 


The letter was addressed to her brother James, but was not signed 
by herself, nor yet dated. ‘The jury returned a verdict, “ That 
Hannah Reid had wilfully murdered William Reid, and destroyed 
her own life, she being at the time of unsound mind.” 

Tue Svice or Mason Eames. — On Tuesday evening the in- 
quest, which had been twice adjourned, on the body of Major 
Richard Fairfax Eames, was concluded at the Prince of Wales 
Hotel. Captain Roberts, of the Madras Native Infantry, was ex- 
amined yesterday. He said that he first met the deceased in India 
in 1823, and since then had been on terms of the closest intimacy 
with him. Every now and then the deceased suffered from ill health, 
and abouta year and a half ago left India, and returned to this 
country. He was an officer of unsullied honour and unblemished 
reputation in the army in India. ‘The last time witness saw him was 
a week before his death, when he was in a state of great excitement, 
and his manner appeared to be entirely altered. Witness thought 
that the deceased’s retirement from the active duties of his profession 
into comparative inactivity had altered his mind. Deceased wished 
much to be restored to active duty. ‘The Rev. B. ames, of Swin- 
ford, county Mayo, said that the deceased was his brother, and 
visited him on his return from India. Witness knew of nothing 
which could affect his mind, but always found him particularly 
anxious about returning to active service in India. He was far from 
being embarassed in money matters. The coroner then summed up 
the evidence, and the jury returned a verdict of “Temporary in- 
Sanity.” 

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. — On Tuesday afternoon a young woman 
entered the * O'Connell” Coffee House, Kent Road, and desired to 
be served with coffee, and seated herself in one of the darkest boxes in 
the shop. Her agitated manner excited the attention of the land- 
lady, who observed her empty the contents of a phial into it. Sus- 
pecting her object to be suicide, she now stepped forward, and begged 
permission to put some sugar into the coffee; removing the cup for 
that purpose, she adroitly substituted fresh coffee, which the young 
woman almost immediately swallowed. ‘The coffee that contained 
the contents of the phial was taken to a neighbouring chemist, who 
pronounced it to contain laudanum. By threatening to send for the 
police, she gave the address of her friends, and finally was conveyed 
by her brother to her residence in Great Wild Street, Lincoln’s 
Inn. 

Winpow Smasuinc. — In consequence of the increased number 
of prisoners brought up before the lord mayor and aldermen of the 
two police courts in the city, within the last fortnight or three weeks, 
for smashing squares of glass in the shop windows of various trades- 
men, some of them varying in value from 30s. to 5/., for the avowed 
purpose of being committed to gaol, and thus come in for a share of 
the good fare on Christmas Day, orders have been sent to the go- 
vernors of the Compter and Bridewell, directing them that in every 
such case the usual Christmas allowance of roast beef and plum 
pudding, beer, &c., should not be given to them, and it is thus hoped 
that in future they will not be so anxious to get themselves incars= 
cerated when the probability will be that they will only receive the 
ordinary prison food. 

Rossery. — On Monday last a fellow, having the appearance of a 
coach-office porter, succeeded in defrauding the servant of a Mr. 
Vander, of Guildford Street, Russell Square, of 8s. 6d., being the 
amount due for the conveyance of a hamper that he said had arrived 
by the Eastern Counties Railway. The family were from home,at 
the time, and as the fellow threatened to take the hamper back, from 
one end of which there protruded the tail of a pheasant and the feet 
of a hare, the servant paid him the amount. Mr. Vander on his re- 
turn proceeded to examine this unexpected Christmas present, which 
proved to be oyster- shells and sand covered with hay, the feathers 
and fect being fastened inside to give the package the appearance of 
containing game. = 

Suicipe or A Youna FEMALE, — On Wednesday Mr. Mills held 
an inquest at the Earl of Cathcart, Regent’s Park, on the body of a 
young femele named Priscilla Hazard. It appeared that deceased 
had left home, and had been for a censiderable time living with a 
journeyman dyer, named Blake, in Munster Square. Owing to her 
violent temper he was obliged to separate from her ten weeks ago. 
On Saturday last, urged by distress, she appealed to him, and he gave 
her some money (2s. 6d.), and consented to her living with him 
again. A few hours, however, brought about another disagreement, 
and an understanding that they should separate was come to, she ap- 
parently consenting that Blake should take her back to her father. 
In the meantime, on the Sunday morning, it was discovered that she 
had taken arsenic, from the effects of which, notwithstanding prompt 
medical aid, she died in 28 hours. Verdict, “ Temporary insanity.” 

‘Tue Rossery at Messrs. Rocers anp Co.’s.—A BILL RE- 
TURNED.— An acceptance, forming part of the property stolen from 
Messrs. Rogers and Co., for the recovery of which so many efforts 
have been made, and such large rewards offered, was returned on 
Wednesday to the acceptors, Messrs. Batty, Melville, and Co., 
wholesale stationers, Aldersgate-street. It was contained in a letter, 
the writer of which stated the affair would never be traced, and the 
bill being of no use to him, he returned it to its owners, ‘This is the 
second of the stolen documents which has lately been returned, 
evidently by the same parry. The writing of both the letters in 
which tne securities were enveloped is similar, and ink of the same 
colour. The orthography, lso, is equally defective. So far as we 
can learn, no clue to the recovery of the siolen property is afforded 
by these letters. i 

Fire ix rur Srranp. — On Monday morning an alarming fire 
broke out on ithe premises of Mr. Crowe, tailor, corner of Bedford 
Street. The flames were fi:st discovered by a policeman, who raised 
an alarm, and in a short space of time the brigade engines, with the 
West of England, County, and the fire escape from Charing Cross, 
were on the spot. The flames spread rapidly, but with a plentiful 
supply of water, aided by great manual exertion, they were eventually 
subdued, being confined to the premises in which they broke out, 
which, however, were entirely gutted. ‘The fire is supposed to have 
originated in an escape of gas,

A New MANŒUVRE. — The ship Indus arrived at Port Royal on the 17th Nov., 
from St. Helena, with 340 emancipated Africans captured by H.M.’s brig Water 
Witch, on the coast of Africa. The Indus was chartered to bring the Africans 
hither as free emigrants. , 

VENISON FOR THE PooR.—Two hundred fat does are, by order of the Duke of 
Marlborough, to be killed in Blenheim Park this week, and the venison given to 
the poor. 

A SINGULAR Disease has existed amongst the Jamaica cocoas for two years 

ast. The leaves appear green and healthy to the eye, but on opening the cocoa 
it proves rotten and unsound. 

TELEGRAPHS IN ITALY.—A line of telegraphs is about to be established along 
the coast of the Adriatic, between Venice and Trieste. The distance is 26 Ger- 
man miles, or about 119 English, and there will be 22 stations. 

Tar COUNCIL OF THE ROYAL AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY OF ENGLAND have de- 
finitively arranged that the annual country meeting for the ensuing year shall 
be held at Northampton on Thursday the 15th of July. 

Tut New Decoration —It is expected that the honorary medal to be con- 
ferred on the Peninsular officers will be extended to all British officers engaged 
in the last general war, including the contest in America. 

Mr. Hupson, it is said, has given orders for all the persons engaged on the 
Eastern Counties to be regaled with a good dinner, and to receive five shillings 
at Christmas. 

IRISH _IMPROVIDENCE.—John Sheam, of Kilderry, got employment recently on 
the public works, under a relief ticket, and the first purchase this destitute man 
made of his money (20s.) was a firelock. 

Zinc TRADE.—The smelting of zinc is becoming an important trade in Bel- 
gium. During the last ten years the progress made in this branch of manu- 
facture has been extraordinary. The borders of the river Meuse produce large 
quantities of the ore. 

A REMARKABLE meteor was seen on the evening of the 28th ult. at Christiana, 
Norway. It appeared like a torrent of fire, with a shower of falling stars, and 
was visible for about twenty seconds. 

O’CoNNELL’S TENANTRY.—A company of the 77th under the command of 
Major Clarke, proceeded on the 12th inst. to Cahirciveen, together with a large 
police force, to protect the Government stores, threatened by some of the hungry 
population of that locality. 

THE LATE SNow STORM. — There were, at the General Post Office, London, 
on Thursday, the 17th instant, no less than 77 mail-bags overdue, in consequence 
of the detention of the conveyances by the snow. 

LAST WEEK, an otter, of unusual size and weight. was shot in the river Thames, 
near Clewer. When killed, the animal was making for the bank with a large 
jack, alive, in its jaws. It measured, from its nose to the tip of its tail, between 
four and five feet, and weighed nearly 30 lbs. 

M. OprentierM, acquitted at Cologne in the affair relative to carrying off the 
jewel-case of the Baroness de Meyendorff, arrived on the lOth inst. at Berlin, and 
tendered to the minister of justice his resignation as assessor at the Cour Royale 
of that city. The resignation was accepted. 

A Mostem Knicut. — M. Lariviere, who was appointed by the King of the 
French to take the portrait of the Bey of Tunis, has been invested by his High- 
ness with the Order of Nichau, and presented by him with a gold snuff-box, en- 
riched with diamonds, and bearing the arms of the Bey. 

A BotoGna journal says, the political prisoners who remained confined at 
Civita Vecchia, but have had the amnesty extended to them, have just arrived 
at Bologna. The people hailed with joy this new proof of the clemency of their 
sovereign. 

Mr. CANNAN, son of the late Mr. Cannan, official assignee, is appointed to fill 
the same berth in the place of the late Mr. Alsager. 

TREATMENT OF Pics.—A farmer made the following experiment :—He put six 
pigs together for seven weeks. Three of them he left to shiit for themselves, 
and he had three of them currycombed and well cared for. At the expiration of 
that time the latter had consumed five bushels of peas less than the former, and 
weighed two stone four pounds more than they did. 

Tue Hero OF ALIWAL.— Sir H Smith, by right of the honorary distinctions 
lately conferred upon him, has been enabled to take supporters to his family 
arms, and accordingly has adopted a soldier of the 52d light infantry, in which 
he formerly served, and a rifleman, his present regiment. 

THe QUEEN has appointed Major-Gen. C. W. Pasley, Companion of the Most 
Hon. Military Order of the Bath, to be a Knight Commander of the said Order. 

IT WAS STATED at the Statistical Society on Monday night, that the average 
height of the men composing a regiment of Sikhs at Ferozepore was six feet 
three inches. The regiment was 1000 strong, and some of them exceeded six 
feet six inches in height. 

RISE IN THE Price or Breap.—A simultaneous rise in the price of bread took 
place on Tuesday throughout the metropolis; the household quality being ad- 
vanced from 7d. to 83d., and the best wheaten from 9d. to 103d.

POSTSCRIPT. 

ACCIDENT To THE Emperor or Russia. — On Wednesday, the 9th of Decem- 
ber, an accident, which had nearly been attended with fatal results, occurred to 
the Emperor of Russia, at Kiów, in Poland, upon the high road between St. 
Petersburgh and Warsaw. The Emperor was on his route to Warsaw, and had 
arrived at the border of the large river at that place, where there is no bridge. 
A temporary platform had been constructed to run the Emperor’s traveiling 
carriage into the ferry-boat, when by some accident the platform gave way and 
broke down, aud the carriage was precipitated into the water. The Emperor, 
with Count Orloff, who was also in the carriage, was obliged to escape from the 
windows, and wade up to his middle in the water, and as the current was run- 
ning very strongly and the river fuli of ice, no little danger was incurred. 

So much time was lost, that the Emperor, who had arranged to be by acertain 
day at St. Petersburgh, was obliged to renounce altogether his visit to Warsaw, 
and to turn back immediately to the Russian capital. i 

The river at Kiów is nearly half an English mile in width, and tke erection of 
a suspension bridge, which has long been centemplated, will no doubt be now 
immediately decided on, especiaily as the Emperor was unable last year, on his 
journey to Warsaw, to pass the river at Kiów. 

Loss oF A Frencu WAR FRIGATE. — Advices received from Mulgrave Island, 
dated August 3. announce the total loss of the French Corvette La Seine, 20 
guns, which took place on the night of the 4th of July, on a sunken reef of rocks, 
near Balade, on the coast ot New Caledonia. The ship, it appears, on striking, 
heeled over on her larboard side and partly filled. Fortunately, the boats were 
preserved, by which the whole of the crew and officers, amounting in all to nearly 
200 persons, were saved. Every exertion was subsequently used to save the 
vessel. Her guns and heavy ammunition were thrown overboard, and her mast 
cut away, with a view of floating her off, but all to no purpose ; consequently she 
became a complete wreck, 

Lord John Russell has received the remaining halves of a 502. 
notes, transmitted to him on account of income-tax. ‘The amount wiil be 
into the Exchequer. 

The “ Augsburgh Gazette” of the 18th instant, announces that the three 
Powers propose to address a new note, in justification of their proceedings, to the 
Cabinets of Paris and London, in the course of the present month, and to publish 
it, subsequently, in the public journals.

HINTS, FACTS, AND FANCIES. 


Juriven AnD nis Moons.—There will be a beautiful and inter- 
esting grouping of the moons of Jupiter on the evening of the 30th 
of December, at 16m. after 7 mean time, when all will appear to the 
westward of their primary, in rare and close companionship. Owing 
to the rapid and now opposite motion of the first and second satellites, 
this convocation will be of shortdu ration, and the beautiful group 
will separate. The belts of Jupiter which for a series of years have 
exhibited marked inequalities of distinctness, this year are strong and 
well-defined.

‘This is succeeded by a second 
announcement from some renowned dealer “at ye Star, in Bedford 
Court, near the Covent Garden,” offering the finest Bohea in the 
kingdom, at 22s, per Ib. Jn the last person's advertisement also 
« Brazil snuff, that needs no commendation,” is offered at what is 
evidently considered the low price of 54s. per lb., or 4s. per ounce; 
the “best Portugal” at 10s. 8d.; and Barcelona, Hogemusty, and 
sundry others at proportionately moderate charges. William Taz- 
well, living “at the further end of Jerusalem Alley, in the Grace- 
church Street,” also offers to supply the best English barrel soap, 
“superior to crown, and the cheapest ever made for cleaning linen, 
shaloons, serges, and worsteds,” in 32lb. half firkins for 6s., or 23d. 
per 1b., not much more than a third of the price the apparently same 
description of useful article now fetches. 

Desrruction oF Oysrers.—This delicious viand is also a very 
delicate fishin its nature. Vast quantities are destroyed in the winter 
season at the breaking up of the frost, by the snow, ice, and water 
coming down from the larger and smaller rivers into the sea. We 
have been acquainted with the fact that oysters and brood have been 
thus annually destroyed in immense quantities, but we were not 
aware that any other reason existed for the snow and snow water being 
so destructive to them, beyond the simple idea of its being when in 
solution cold fresh water. The real cause, however, arises from this: 
—that by the mixture of snow and common salt a most intense cold 
is produced, as is philosophically well known. If you immerse a ther- 
momcter in snow and salt mixed, the quicksilver will immediately 
fall down to zero, or 32 deg. below the freezing point. ‘This intense 
cold, produced by the salt water and snow and snow water mixing, is 
no doubt a very principal cause of oysters, under these circumstances, 
dying in such immense quantities as they do in our rivers. The 
swimming or locomotive fish are better off than their stationary 
neighbours, the oysters, for they immediately remove themselves from 
those localities where there is any mixture of snow water with the 
salt water. 

Bret-xoot A SunstitutE ror Porarors.— Beet-root cannot be 
too much recommended as a cheap substitute for the potato. Hitherto 
the red kind has been only used in Mngland as a pickle, or as a gar- 
nish for sallad; by which the rich saccharine juice is in a great mea- 
sure lost, and the root rendered Jess nutritious by the quantity of 
water it imbibes, as well as by parting with the native syrup of which 
it is thus forcibly deprived; it is therefore strongly recommended to 
bake instead of boiling them, when they will be found to afford a de- 
licious and wholesome food. Thisis not an untried novelty, for both 
red and white beet-root are extensively used on the continent; in 
Italy particularly, they are carried about hot from the oven twice a 
day, and sold publicly in the streets ; thus they are purchased by all 
classes of people, and give to thousands a satisfactory meal. If these 
roots were as universally cultivated in England fer human food as 
they are on the continent, many a poor person would have a hearty 
and good meal who is now often obliged to go without one. Now 
that the potato crop is again failing, the above information cannot 
but be of infinite service, for there is a good deal of beet in the 
country, although only planted for the use of cattle. 

SrarisTicaL Sociery.—At the last meeting of this society, held 
on Monday evening, at its rooms in St. James’s Square, when the 
chair was taken by Colonel Sykes, F.R.S. A paper was read by 
Dr. Guy, on the longevity of sovereigns and rulers in different parts 
of the world, which contained some very interesting particulars, 
Amongst the most long-lived monarchs were the Emperors of China, 
of whom the average of the deaths of 64 was at 60} years, and next in 
succession to them were the emperors of Rome, the Caliphs of 
Aleppo, the Dukes of Brunswick, and the Electors of Wurtemburgh, 
a great predominance for longevity being seen in the ducai houses of 
Germany, whilst the shortest lived sovereigns were the Kings of 
Scotland and Denmark, the Sulians of Turkey, &e. The Kings of 
England stood comparatively well in the general average. In an in- 
cidental discussion which followed, some curious statements were 
made, from which it appeared that whilst at 30 years af age a general 
estimate was made from the members of benefit societies at Liver- 
pool, that their lives were of 30 years’ value; the highest average of 
the lives of such persons who were not so provident was but 27, whilst 
at Glasgow an indolent population would only represent 24 y ears as 
the average of life. 

Currous Discovery at Mettcn.—It had always been remarked, 
that the crops upon a particular spot in a field situate in Melton, 
upon the confines of Ufford, a part of the estate of Mrs.g Barker, of 
Ipswich, were more luxuriant than elsewhere. A few weeks back 
some labourers commenced digging, with a view of examining the 
subsoil. ‘They had not dug far before they found a considerable 
quantity of broken tiles, of an unusual size and thickness. One 
of them was submitted to the inspection of Mr. W. Whinncopp, 
who immediately pronounced it to be of Roman manufacture; and 
it was therefore resolved that the spot should be more carefully ex- 
amined, A cutting was made about twenty feet wide and ten broad, 
and at the depth of about six feet a large quantity of plain tiles, re- 
gularly Jaid over each other, were discovered, and some fragments 
with the edges inverted. At one corner of the cutting was iound a 
large quantity of brick earth, moulded into the form of tiles, ready 
for burning, with layers of sand between each, sufficiently indicating 
the character of the place—a tegularium, or place for making tiles. 

Ancient British Suietps.—A labourer of the name of Walker, 
employed in claying land in the parish of Coveney, lately discovered 
two British shields, in good preservation, lying upon the clay under 
the fen soil. ‘he shields are circular, and about 22 inches in di- 
ameter. One is ornamented with concentric circles stamped in the 
metal, and the other with intertwining serpents. The handles of 
both are perfect, and there are remains of bronze holds for straps 
riveted ou the inside. It is probable that they were lost by the up- 
setting of a canoe, as Canoes have been found embedded in the Fen 
soil of the neighbourhood. ‘Ihe shields have been purchased by the 
Rev. S. Banks, of Haddenham, for the Cambridge Antiquarian 
Society.

A pleasing Christmas offering of love or friendship, and one that cannot fail 
exciting very seasonable sympathy for the sufferings of the unfortunate. The tale of 
« Leonora” read to an assembled circle of warm and tender hearts,"now more sensibly 
conscious of domestic comfort and happiness than at any other period of the year, 
must. excite useful reflection, and produce that healthy tone of moral feeling which 
ensues from awakening fears of retributive justice, as always following unrestrained 
grief or foolish discontent. The original poem is a great favourite with the Germans, 
and its beauty and simplicity have not been overlooked by the superior minds of 
other countries. Sir Walter Scott and William Taylor both have given their ver- 
sions, but with such liberty of construction, that suited the genius of each, to infuse 
his own spirit and sense into his production, Neither therefore can be said fairly to 
represent the ideas of Burger, nor do they preserve at all the extreme simplicity of 
this, his-most popular ballad. Recent translations of Shakspeare into German, and 
of German authors into English, prove, however, that such identity of expression 
exists between the mutually related languages, that by careful attention and industry, 
versions of the popular authors of both countries may be transferred into their 
respective languages with little or no sacrifices to the purity of the originals, and far 
more conservative of their spirit and character. In the translations of Burger men- 
tioned, little respect has been shown him. He is forgotten altogether, and Scott and 
Taylor alone arrest the attention as we peruse the poems they have engrafted upon 
so healthy a stock. Opportunity of comparison is afforded by the present translation, 
and the differences between former ones andjthe original, will be found to be most 
important and considerable. Our lady translator states in her preface, with a modesty 
which recommends her production, as much as does its intrinsic excellence, that 
she has been induced to offer her translation of * Leonora” from a belief, that “ An 
humble disciple of the art can best copy a portrait a great master has painted,” and 
therefore avoiding ambitious attempts to improve or perfect, she aspires only “to 
catch the likeness of a beautiful picture, and to copy faithfully each feature and 
expression of the original; in a word, to let Burger speak to the English reader as 
nearly as possible in his own phrase, and to tell his own tale.” How the fair trans- 
lator has succeeded, the reader may judge by the sketch verses we subjoin ; and of the 
profuse illustrations of this beautifully got up work we select a few specimens, 
which are in Maclise’s own original and beautiful style : —

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LITERATURE. 
The Gospel Narrative of our Lord's Nativity harmonised, with Re- 
Jlections. By the Rev. Isaac Williams, B. D. London: Riving- 

ton, 1844. 

A valuable commentary, abounding with original thoughts and 
striking reflections upon a subject that has been a favourite one with 
religious writers. ‘I'he author has evidently reviewed the works of 
the Four Evangelists with care and attention, collating and comparing 
the different statements with the earnest desire of eliciting the truth, 
and to answer such cavilling objections and alleged contradictions it 
has been the object of some unfortunate wits to discover or invent. 
We can afford to pity them, strengthened as we are by a perusal of 
the reverend author's production, which is worthy of the profession to 
which he belongs, and the university of which he is so distinguished 
a member. At this season the Gospel narrative of our Saviour’s na- 
tivity recommends itself ; and we should do our opinion of it injustice 
to add one other word more to the notice we have given. 


The Batlle of Life: a Love Story. By Charles Dickens. 
Bradbury and Evans, 


This Christmas tale will be well received by the public.—‘ True, 
Sir Oracle,” replies our reader, “but wherefore the necessity to begin 
with a truism so evident?” And this is a question not so easily 
answered. Either Charles Dickens has fallen out with some por- 
tion of the reviewing press, or he is failing in his powers, for we see 
nothing of the enthusiasm and admiration which formerly seemed to 
await the advent of his productions. Has he indeed, as some assert, 
gone up like a rocket, to fall again as the stick. We have read the 
« Battle of Life,” and assert, that he is still the same Charles 
Dickens as when he first challenged and commanded universal admi- 
ration by his ‘inimitable Pickwick Papers. Certainly his beauties 
and his faults remain ; but we have not the ingratitude, after all the 
pleasure we have derived from hbis works, to see only the latter, 
merely because it is somewhat the fashion to decry him as being in 
a great measure used up. From his “ Battle of Life” we take one 
picture. It is Clemency Newcome. 


She was about thirty years old; and had a sufficiently plump and cheerful 
face, though it was twisted up into an odd expression of tightness that made it 
comical. But the extraordinary homeliness of her gaitand manner would have 
superseded any face in the world. To say that she had two Jett legs, and some- 
body else’s arms ; and that all four limbs seemed to be out of joint, and to start 
from perfectly wrong places when they were set in motion, is to offer the 
mildest outiine of the reality. flo say that she was perfectly content and 
satistied with these arrangements, and regarded them as being no business of 
hers, and took her arms and legs as they came, and allowed them to dispose of 
themselves just as it happened, is to render faint justice to her equanimity. 
Her dress was a prodigious pair of self-willed shoes, that never wanted to go 
where her feet went; blue stockings ; a printed gown of many colours, and the 
most hideous pattern procurable for money ; anda white apron. She always 
wore short sleeves, and always had, by some accident, grazed elbows, in which 
she took so lively an interest that she was continually trying to turn them round 
and get impossible views of them. In general, a little cap perched somewhere 
on her head, though it was rarely to be met with in the place usually occupied 
in other subjects, by that article of dress ; but from head to foot she was scrupu- 
lously clean, and maintained a kind of dislocated tidiness. Indeed ber laudable 
anxiety to be tidy and compact in her own conscience as well as in the public 
eye, gave rise toone of her most startling evolutions, which was to grasp herself 
sometimes by a sort of wooden handle (part ofher clothing, and familiarly called 
a busk), and wrestle as it were with her garments, until they fell into a symme- 
trical arrangement. 


If our praise of Charles Dickens required any apology, or we were 
obliged to give reason for our opinion, that the “ Battle of Life” is 
one of his happiest productions, we consider the extract we have 
puen sufficient, but for further proof refer our readers to the volume 
itself,

Reader, are you a believer in the existence of what is vulgarly 
called * luck in life; ” do you credit the influence of * fatal stars ;” 
have you any faith in “ fatalism,” or “ phrenology ;” or that people 
are sent into the world with certain inherent feelings or predisposi- 
tions upon which their happiness is made dependent? 

L have certainly heard of sceptics in these matters, but having been 
throughout life myself uniformly one of the most “ unlucky dogs” 
in existence, a very target for the malign Fates to shoot their en- 
venomed shafts at; a traveller always losing his way, and being mis- 
directed; a mere football, indeed, tossed to and fro by every random 
kick; that in fact, absolutely without the power of controlling my 
movements, I begin to think I have been merely born asa sort of 
experimental buffet for Fortune—thank heaven she is blind—to try 
her frowns upon, and ascertain how much of misery human nature 
may bear. 

‘The constant succession of persecutions I have endured has made 
me prematurely grey. Would that this change, as in the case of the 
unfortunate Maria Antoinette, had arisen from the deep grief of only 
one night. I should then have been gladly resigned to becoming 
light-headed. My sufferings, however, commenced with my breath, 
and «will, feel“a melancholy assurance, only terminate wit! it. 
‘Talk of planets, indeed! the one complained of by that blustering 
fellow of Lord Byron’s. “ Manfred,” was a “ heavenly body,” com- 
pared to that which rules my destiny; itis an ignis fatuus, always 
leading me astray—a “ will-o'-the-wisp,” that plunges meiuto the 
mud and mire, trips up my heels, and leaves me to my comfortable 
reflections. 

After this grumbling preamble, it might be expected, perhaps, that 
I should give some account of my life—certainly a somewhat lengthy 
chapter of accidents. Ifever I should be induced to pen my mis- 
adventures, then let no man rashly accuse his fate, or call himself un- 
happy, until he shall have read my story. It may be fairly charac- 
terised as “a pill at night, and a black draught in the morning,” a 
succession of agreeables. J. will only for a moment allude to those 
miserable years “ when my childhood fleeted by ;” the coughs, colds,

accidents, and diseases through which I struggled; the accidents that 
seemed to waylay me; the desolating amount of breakage that made 
my presence a terror, and even compelled my mother in her fondness 
to call me her “ destroying angel.” I will not allude to the martyr- 
dom I experienced in my school days, when quiet, taciturn, and in- 
offensive, and with an absolute horror of getting into mischief, I was 


ever, by a cruel concatenation of circumstances, continually plunged | 


into the very midst of it, and had to endure so many thrashings in 
consequence, that I at length obtained the very unenviable soubriquet 
of Lord Rodney. 

Now, the fact is notorious, that some people are lucky from their 
cradle upwards, born to good luck, or with “ a silver spoon in their 
mouth,” as it is sometimes termed. Everything goes on right with 
this order of persons. A sound digestion keeps them in perfect 
health. In whatever speculation they embark they are sure to be 
successful. If they go into the country, fine weather awaits them. 
At theatres and concerts, and all public sights, however crowded, they 
are sure to get good places. ‘They have always to congratulate them- 
selves in having just withdrawn their money previous to the failure 
of a bank. Thesejfavourite people are rarely troubled with toothaches 
or the nightmare ; they go on smiling, prosperous, and happy; they 
are almost invariably exempted, by a presiding genius, from the or- 
dinary little drawbacks upon domestic felicity ; their meat at table is 
seldom found burnt, or the gravy cinder-flavoured, while their guests 
are punctual to their time. If choice presents are to be given away, 
these favoured people are sure to come in for them. To conclude, 
they never lose anything, but, on the contrary, are constantly finding 
something or other. 

Now Lam the miserable antithesis of all this. I never found any- 
thing but twice in my life; but only mark the consequences. ‘The 
first article was a toothpick, which 1 picked up when:a bey, and 
which, playing incautiously with in my mouth, it got stuck in my 
throat, and but for the timely arrival of a surgeon, would have cer- 
tainly choked me. ‘Lhe second insiance of my luck was in finding a 
gold watch, which so overwhelmed me with surprise that I could 
scarcely credit my senses. Here, at all events, is a change in my 
usual luck thought I, as, eyeing my prize, I walked rapidly on my 
way. But my self-gratulation was somewhat premature. I had 
gone but a short distance, when a terrible outcry was raised in my 
immediate rear, of ** Stop thief! stop thief !—he with the watch in his 
hand!” and in less than a minute I found myself in the custody of a 
policeman, charged with being a pickpocket. ‘The owner of the 
watch, from whose pocket it had dropped, missing it the following 
instant, had made his loss known, and was informed that I was seen 
hurrying away with such a trinket in my hand. Not doubting at the 
moment but that I was a thief, he had not hesitated for a moment in 
charging meas such, and it was only with the greatest difficulty that 
I escaped being committed to prison as a felon. 

Since thattime, so greatly do I mistrust anything like good for- 
tune befalling me, thatif I saw gems of the greatest value lying be- 
fore me on the pavement, I should hesitate in taking them up, be- 
lieving, indeed, from the experience of the past, that it was only 
some trap or other laid for my betrayal by the Puck or Robin Good- 
fellow of my destiny. 

My miseries are multifarious. If I indulge myself in a visit to 
the pit of a theatre to see a tavourite play, ten to one but some 
desperate row occurs in my immediate vicinity, and in the scuffle I 
get my hat crushed or my pocket picked, or else some fat lady 
ensconces herself, with her bonnet on, directly before me, and 
effectually precludes anything like a view of the stage. 

If I go to dine at a friend’s, for instance, I am always apprehen- 
sive of accidents. The cab gets blocked up among carriages, is up- 
set, or the driver, mistaking the direction, arives me miles out of the 
way; or if I walk, 1 am stopped by some busy, meddlesome fellow 
of an acquaintance, whom I find it impossible to shake off until the 
best slices of the turbot are gone, and with them the cordial 
smile of welcome from the face of the host or hostess. Few people 
like to see untenanted covers spoiling the symmetry of their table. 
But even if I do arrive in time, the invisible spirits that conspire 
against my peace and comfort are sure to have planned some disaster 
of which Í am to be the victim. I say nothing of having an elephan- 
tine neighbour, who, by a ruthless movement, treads upon those 
tender excrescences, your’ corns; and, with my usual luck, I have 
bunches of them, and who, after having nearly caused you to scream 
out with the dire anguish, coolly trusts he hasn’t hurt you. I scarcely 
notice an old accident of mine—I speak in the passive sense—of 
having a boatful of scalding sauce, or cupfull of hot tea, spilled over 
the tender regions of your “smalls,” when amidst the half-suppressed 
laughter of the guests, “ hopes” of the culprit, and apologies of the 
host, you are compelled to assert that it is not of much cunsequence 
—it might have been worse, while, in reality, with tears in your 
eyes, you feel that you are experiencing the pangs of those martyrs 
who have been done by steam in the bursting of a boiler. 

I am fated: I say nothing of your wine taking a wrong direction in 
the throat, or of getting a fish bone stuck hard and fast in‘the sensitive 
region of the uvula, by which you are enabled to appreciate with all 
the fidelity of actual experience the dying agonies of strangulation. 
These social miseries, these several torments are sufficiently acute 
and trying to a man’s nervous system, as I unfortunately have but 
too frequently experienced. 

There is, however, a refinement in wretchedness beyond the 
sufferings which I have but faintly described: it is worse, more 
dreadful than the prospect even of sudden dissolution; to ordinary 
mortals perhaps it occurs but once ina lifetime, but with me has 
been somewhat frequent. Lallude to the circumstance of finding 
yourself seated at dinner with very refined and elegant company, 
when you become aware of the presence of a severe cold unequi- 
vocally discovering itself at the nasal organ. The annoyance is 
great, but how much greater when on feeling for your handkerchief 
you awake to the astounding and lamentable fact, that it is stolen, 
strayed, or left behind ! 

To a mind of sensibility, I say it from one or two most melancholy 
recollections, this situation is the very acmé of misery, arefinement of 
cruelty exquisitely tormenting. You fancy that every eye is upon you 
while perhapsever and anon in your agony, shame, and apprehension, 
you are called upon perhaps to reply to some light and frivolous jest. 
While wincing under this infliction, I have often thought of the 
sufferings of those poor wretches, who, writhing under their wounds 
upon the field of battle, have entreated to be at once out of their pain. 
To prove I felt at such a time sinking with shame and apprehension, 
I would have made any sacrifice for some princely blow ! 

I must apologise for so coarse a theme, but of ail social miseries, 
this, I must repeat, is the most galling in the catalogue of the sccial 
pains and penalties arising from ill luck,
